that cannot improve Land or Cattel by their lab@ur, are to be re- 
lieved by being ſet at work, and what they want of ſutficiency to 
relieve them by their labour, muſt be allowed by Contributions. 

Secondly, The-middle fort that cannot relieve, and need not 
relief; and the poor mult be freed from all burdens, that they 
may the beter proyide for, and maintain their own Families : 
and to this end, ler Exciſe and Tythes be taken off trom all. 
2 . Where Tythes have been bought, ler jult recompence be gi- 
ven to the Buyer ( if it may be ) by the Seller, and ler the Sellex 
in like manner require his ſatisfation. 3 The. conſiderations. 
and original.grounds upon which Tythes were firſt granted by 
the people, are to be confidered: It they were at firſt freely de- 
miſed and granted by the people, and not extorted : and if the 
contiderations and grounds upon which they were demiled and 
graunced, were (in thoſe times ) vitibly juit, and equal; then 
there is ſome reaſon they ſhould be re-bought by the peopl. (chey 
net paying more then what the buyer paid. 

Thirdly, Let all Taxcs, Scflements, and Quartering be taken

bear any bur. len of Free-Quarter,oz otherwiſe, in relationto the 


Land they Rent : For Free- Quarter is not, nor can be quite ta- 
ken away, as Rates of Proviſions arc, and the Souldicrs Pay be- 
ing no more. | 
Fifthly, Let no Souldiers. Quarter in Cities and Market-. 
Towns, . which cauſeth ſcarcity and tamine in the Land,and de- 
ſtroyes the poor and middle fort uf people. 
Repreſ.ntors of every Pariſh ars ro be but two ; their Office 
15 to ſee, and provide that the poor and middle fort of people 
( whoſe Repreſentors they are) be not oppreſſed, or deprived of 
their juſt Rights, and to obtain them ( where wanting ) that all 
due adminiſtrations of Right and Jultice be extended to all per- 
ſons, and to decide and end all differences, and cauſe ſtrite to 
ceaſe in their reſpeRive Pariſhes, without going to Laiw,as Hea-. 
thens,to deſtroy one another. 
To compleate. a perteR Repreſentative in every m_— let. 
TLICYELL 
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eleven or twelve more be added ro the twoReprefentors to per- 
forme the ſame Office with them where they haye firſt done 
their endeayours, and cannet determine or end any difference. 
Let every compleat Repreſentative conſiſt of twelve men, and a 
Preſident. Let their Repreſentors (eſpecially) and alfo the body 
Repreſentative be men fearing God, dealing truly, and hating 
Coverouſnels ; haters of Oppreſſion, enemies to Vfurpers , and 
Oppreſlors, imparcial to all, free from Pharifaical bloudy rigour, 
and lovers and approvers of the Nations and Armies juſt Engage- 
ments for the Nations Freedom, and the jult Liberties and In- 
tereſts of all perſons. If two or twelve ſo qualified cannot be 
found 1n ſome Pariſhes, then they are to joyn wich ſome other 
Pariſh or Pariſhes, until ſo many may be tound. No perſon, or 
grieved parties ſhall be tyed to refer their grievances to the ſaid 
two, or twelve, unleſs they freely chuſe them themſelves , other- 

- wiſe they may equally and freely chnſe any other two or twelve. 
Every perſon inevery Repreſented, and Repreſentative, may 
freely give his Vote and Advice; but ib the Sentence and Reſult 
be recented as unjuſt, their ſufferage, and Voyce only, thar are 
known to be conſcientious and qualified as aforeſaid, ſhall ſtand, 
and the Voyces of others, though never ſo rich and powerful 
uſurpers and oppreſſors, be of no force. Two Repreſentors in 
every Pariſh ( elected by the Repreſented, or by the poor and 

- middle fort of people in it) may (by the approbation and aflent 
of their re{peivepoor and middle ſort of people) chuſe two for 
the County or Shire to perform the like Offices to the poor and 
middle ſort of people of the Shire or County. Alſo two Repre- 

ſentors ( choſen in every Shire or County) may ( by approbation

tire, Sothe Free-born of God (in the Army and Nation) muſt 
in all their motions and aRtings, follow attex, and ain, and by 
the lighr of che Pillar of God (the pillar of light and truth -in 
their own Spirits : ) They mult not ſell or enflave their own or 
others lives, light, liberties, intereſts, bodies, and ſpirits, to ſerve 
(under all barbarous calamities, and bloudy wickednefs of blind 
obedience ) the viteſt vaſſals of ſlavery, as the ſons of, Facob ſold 
their brocher,,the prelerver of cheir lives and beings, into. the 
houſe of bondage.

will, and he would be led by him, Soif any ſub-Officers, Soul- 
diers, or others, ſhall execute any,-unjult decree by order- of or 


' tromany Commanders or Reprelentatives whatſoeyer, the plea - 


of their order were weak; and wichout- all fatisfaction. They

and Spirit ; and both Army and Nation muſt remain a dead Ba- 
byloniſh Chaos of confufion,darknefs, and diſorder, withour light 
or form. Let the Repreſentors of Troops and Companies, by 
concurrence and aſſent oftheir reſpeive Repreſented, chule in 
every Regiment two Repreſertors for the Regiment to concen- 


trate the work of many into unity, and to avoid confuſion. - Let 


the Repreſentors of Regiments, -by concurrence and aſſent of 
their reſpeRive Troops and Companies, and their Repreſentors, 
chuſe two Repreſentors for the whole Army, who may fit, and 
aR in any Councel in the Army, and alſo fit, and ain the gene- 
ral Repreſentative of the Nation , for, and in behalf of the Ar- 
my, as Commoners and Souldiers. Let the people of the Nati- 
on, (the poor and middle fort of people eſpecially) feleR and 
appoint for them Repreſentors to perform like offices to them, 
to preſerve them from iminent, and otherwiſe irreſiſtable necef- 
ſity of periſhing, and to free them from molt vile , and miſerable 
bondage of body and Spirit. Let the poor and middle fort of 
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their pariſh, or (at leaſt) f-r every 120 or 200 families of poor, 
Repreſentors that fear God, deal truly, and hate coveroulnels, and 
that are qualified as aforeſaid, are,to the Army, Nation,and poor 
of it, as Anchors in violent ſtorms to ſhips; and as ſtrong cords, 
binding arrows in bundles, whereby they cannot be broken.

to ſacrifice unto God, and.to ſerve him: Whereas the Iſraelites 
from the rime they came firſt into Egypt were (under God) the 
only ſupporters of the power and might of Egypt, and the only 
freers of the whole Land from all deſtruQtions and plagues : So 
theſe real, and indeed ſelf Leyecllers, the true ſons of Cham ( (er- 


vants of wicked Jealouſies and Fears ) doubting the honeſt party « 


of Army and Nacion will level and over-power their might,be- 
gin firſt, and that cffeQually to level them. They level their 
power and number by caſting their male Children (that is ſuch 
as have the ſpirit and courage of a man, to ſtand for the Armies 
and Nations juſt Rights and Liberties) into the violent ſtreams of 
unrighteous judgments, raſh executions, unjuſt oppreffions, ſtar- 
ving priſons, where they fink and periſh. And none but Females, 
that is ſuch as are of feeble ſpirits , and courage to ſeek and ſtand 
for Right and Juſtice, are ſuffered to ſurvive and live. They le- 
yel them by impoſing upon them heavie burdens, not only of 
hard ſervige, but of wicked and unlawhul aRions, and by _

They Level them by putting them our of places of Truſt, by 
Disbanding them without ſatisfying their, and the Nations juſt 
Intereſts; . without conſiderable recompence for their faithful- 
ſervice, and ſome without any pay or recompence; by caſhiering 
them without cauſe,orfor being true to their Truſt,conſcientious, 
and faithfull ; by condemaing them contrary to all Law of God 
or Nature, their enemies being Judges, acculers, and witneſſes 
againſt them. | 

They Level them'by reducing their pay already due for their 
ſervice paſt, in deduRing part for free Quarter, without ſh: wing, 
or proving what, or how much, or to whom, or from whom in: 
particular any part of it is due. 

They Level them by reducing the future; palt,and preſent pay 
of the Horſe in general; and of divers Officers of Horſe and 
Foot, contrary to the Faith of this Nation, and their own jult en- 
gag ments. ; 

By this means, they that areconſcientious and honeſt ( both 
Souldiersand Ofhicers,and their families) periſh and are deſtroy- 
ed, Or at leaſt are diſ-inabled to diſcharge rheir Places, or to do

By this means the Faith of the Nation is groflely abuſed, and: 
pertidioully infringed and broken, and the Nation made guilty

extremity to-be utterly loſt and deſtroyed.

gly. The reaſons ofan Agreement are, becauſe if an Agree= 
ment be not, the diflolution of the whole Nation muſt follow: 
When the clay and [ron in the feet of the great image, could not. 
agree and mix, the whole. body of the mage was daſht in peices, 
and ditfolyed, Ir is every mans dutie to diſcharge his utmoſt faith - 
and care, te continue all zult wayes, and meanes to procure: the 
peace, and Agreement of the people,and Nations :{afety : And 
that only (which can cauſe and continue a firme Agreement) is 
zuſt atisfation ofall Intereſts, (without which no right Agree- 
ment can be made, or kept, and the nations deſtruction mult fol- 
low, Therefore let the nation rouſe up it ſelf, and lerthe people 
of it ſtir up one another, to joyn as one manunto the Lord (as 
Iſrael did unto the Lord at Mixzpah) and agree that all juſt in- 
tereſts may be ſarisfied; that the poor and middle fore of people 
may have. their juſt intereſts, the rich theirs, the Nation its, the 
Soldiers theirs, the disbanded, ſick, and wounded Soldiers, 
and Officers theirs, and that Widdows, Orphans, and friends of 
thoſe (that are dead and ſlain) their intereſts, that all eyil doers 
may have their due intereſts, aud they that do well theirs, That 
Presbyrerians/and Independents may hays their proper —_—

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the late Kings party theirs, Papiſts and Proteſtants theirs, the 
conſcientious party theirs, and that all ſefts,nations,and perſons, 


amay have their juſt rights, Let the Nation and Army (at leaſt 


they that are conſcientious in both) cal upon, and ſtir up che 
people and one another (to vindicate and diſ-oblige their faith 
In truth and righteouſnefs ) #nlooſe the bands of wickedneſſe, undo 


2he heavy burthens,break.every yoak,and let the oppreſſed go free. 


Let them fecd the hungry,harbour the poor,and cloth the naked 


atleaſt in their own houſes, and withtheir own food and ray- 


ment. To fay the ſatisfying of all jult intereſts would undo, or 
impoveriſh the Nation is abſurd, and wicked : for the not fatis- 
fying of all juſt intereſts is the utter undoing, and deſtruction of 
the Nation : and. that real crying fin, and guilt of blood (filling 
the hands of all perſonsand overflowing (as a boundleſs River ) 
the whole 'Land') whereof. the rivers of «Egypt (turn'd into 


Blood) were but types and ſhaddows; But grant that the ſarisfy- 


Ing of all juſt intereſts would undo and impoveriſh the Nation , 
yet to do it were but juſtice, and what God abſolutely willech and 
requiteth : and the not doing of it is in every perſon (under 


what ſpecious pretence of holineſs ſoever) a rejeRting and re- 


nouncing of God, and a rebeling againſt him; And to ſuppoſe 


-or ſay it would impoyerifh, and undo the Nation, is moſt abſurd, 
and falſe, for ſuppoſe (a man having many bones broken and 


ſhivers cauſing violent feavers, and ſymptomes of death )a Chy- 
Jurgeon ſhould ſer right all his bones af{[wage his feaver, and re- 


Eurethe party to pertect health of body, limbe,and life, it were 


moſt ſenſeleſs for that party to ſay he were impoveriſht, and un- 
don, becauſe all his joynts and bones are ſet right, and he fully 
reſtored to perfec health: Iuſt intereſts (unſatisfied) are fra- 


Qtures and diſtortions in the body Politique *(the nation) and 


ſhivers cauſing feayers and death; and every man in the Nation 
Is a diftorted member, a limbe out of joynt, abroken bone, or 
ſhiver; becauſe every man is deprived of his, or depriveth others 
of their proper rights, and intereſts : Now ſuppolc every diſtor- 
ted and broken Jimbe, ſhiver, and bone,were ſet right in itspro- 
per compage, and place (thatis ) if every ſeveral perſon of the 
Nation did (reciprocally) give, and afford to, and reccive from 


each other their reſpeRiye rights, and jult intereſts :; ir were moſt 


unreaſonable 
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unreaſonable and abſurd, that the Nation, or any of it ſhonld ſay; 
that all its bones and limbes are broken, and out of joynt ; but 
now all are ſet right and healed, therefore the Nation is impo- 
veriſhed, and undon, that every perſon (in the body Politique) 
was deprived of his,or did deprive others of their proper intereſt, 
but now every maninjoys his own juſt due, and proper right, 
therefore the Nation 1s impoveriſhed, and undon. That the not 
ſatisfying of all juſt intereſts cauſed violent feavers and evils of 
war and famin,. and deſperate {ymptomes of deſtruQtion to the 
Nation :. But now the Nation (by ſatisfying all juſt intereſts} 
hath happily recovered pert<& health and peace in truth, there- 
fore the Nation is impoveriſhed and undon, all ſuch concluſions 
are moſt falſe and wicked, and the contrary concluſions are in- 
fallibly true; therefore they that ſhal bring the guilt of the Narti- 
ons fins, and their, and its deſtruction upon it, and upon them- 
ſelves, are and muſt be without all colour or excuſe. 

10 But laſtly, (it the people like 7abeſ> Gilead) ſhall fir under 
the ſhadow of their own deltruction, in chains of bondage and 
death, and hall not as one man unite to urſue an Agreement 
io Righteouſneſs, or if no ſuch Agreement ſhall cr:can be procu- 
red; Then all the Free-born of the Nation, arc with all Chri- 
ſian ſpeedy care and providence, to conſticute ſuch a Govern- 
ment amongſt themſelves, as may by Juſtice abſolute and impar- 
tial, preſerve the Perſons, Eſtates, Lives,and entire Beings of each 
other, and of all thoſe that cloſe with, and adhere unto them ; . 
and to come (at the call and command of G-d) f:rth from Ba- 
bel ( falling down as a Milſtone caſt by the hand of a mighty 
Angel into the midtt of the Sea. 

The reaſons are, becauſe there is a nece(lity laid upon them 
from the call and command of God, and alſo God gives the rea- 
ſons of this neceſlity, Rev. 18. 4. Come ont of her my people that * 

Je be not partgkers of her ſins, and that ye receive not of her * 
plagnes : Her (Vat is Babylon) is the great City, called ſpiritu- 
ally Sodom, &gypt, Babylon, where alſo our Lord was cruciti- 
ed: this, and all ions,. the whole World : Her fins, and 
plagues, are the ſinsof re(c Ciries, and the plagues of their fins 
in the Truth and ſubſtance, which were in theſe Cities in atype.

Fgypt by Moſes, to the Jews in Babylon by Prophers,and to the 
Saints in Jury by Apoſt les. 


My people, that is, all that are (fo far as man may: judge ) o- | 


bedient to the call and command of God, to be d:livered from 
her ſins and plagues, and their own deftruction, as Lors Family 
in Sodom, and Neahs-Family in the Ark, were obedient to the 
call and command of Godin a Type; Lots Family in Sodom 
was (ina Type) obedient to the call and command of God, to 
be dclivered from her fins, and defiruction , and all creatures, 
clean, and unclean, birds, beaſts, and creeping things that came 
Into the Ark, were (in a figure) obedient to the call and com- 
mand of God to be delivered from the deſtrution upon the 
world by the flood : So all perſons, and creaturcs, clean and un- 
clean, that manifeſt obedience to the call and command of God 
(by coming out of Babel) that they may be delivered from her 
fins, plagues, and deſtruction, are here meant by the people of 
God. Secondly, All that have deſires, and ſpirits of Freedoms, 
from being real bond-ſlaves to all oppreſſions and miſeries, and 
fin, and death, of body and ſpirit (as Iſrael groancd to be dcliver- 
ed from their ſore oppreſſions, and miſeries, and 1laviſh deſtru- 
Rion) are here meant by the people of God. 

Laſtly, God calls and commands his people in Babylon, to 
come out of her; andthe anſwer of .their obedience to him,and 


-the onely means of their deliverance from her fins and plagues, 


is (according to their call and command from God) to come out 
of her. Iſracls going out, was local and corporal ; this real, and 


ſpiritual : not by change of place, bur of the order, form, and + 


end of their Government. 

All Nations are Babylon, bur this Nation is the Tower of it : 
All are the Cities of the Plain, but this Sodom, where Lor dwel- 
eth, and preſerveth them and-it from deſtruction. All Nations 
are the body of the beaſt, the ſerpent, but its head (where its 
eys, life, and wiles are, is in this Nation. God hath promiſed 
the ſeed of the woman ſhall break the ſerpents head; not in 
type, but in truth ; not by promiſe, or paſling that ſentence of 
judgement, but by performance and execution of it :.The breach 
upon its head, begins here, and in this Nation the firſt, ſiroke is 
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given for Babels downfal : Therefore there is a {tri neceſlicy 
(from God upon all his people) to obey him, and come out of 
her,leſt they, in the body of this dying ſerpent, utterly perith 
wich it ; The onely ſafeſt way, and beſt means for the people of 
God to come our of her (in order to their own perfeRt Freedom 
and Peace) is to diſcharge all faithfulneſs to her, co move her, it 
it may be,to an Agreement in Righteouſneſs,to inform and con- 
vince her of, and in all wiſdom and mcekneſs, to reprove her for 
her ſins, the cauſe of her plagues and deſtrution. When Ioſes 
continued to diſcharge all faithfulneſs to Pharaoh and his ſer- 
vants, then their detruRtion cams, and Ifracls deliverance. When 
Lot ceaſed not to admoniſh Sodom, two Angels came and freed 
him, and fire fell and deſtroy'd ir. And the people of God in 

Babylon, cxerciſing all goodneſs ( what may be with Juſtice) 
towards her, diſcharging all faichfulnels to her, advertiſing, con- 
vincing, and exhorting her to forſake her ſins, the cauſe of her 
plagucs ; and ſhe not hearkning, doth more fully and cleerly ju- 
ſifie their going out of her, and magnitie the righteous judge- 
ments of God,- in pouring forth upun her, the full vials of her 
plagues and deſtruction. | | 

Secondly, The reaſon of this necellity upon the .people of 
God, that they muſt come out of her, is, becauſe of the greatneſs 
of her fins. The violence and cruelties of the old World, So- 
dom's fins, Egyprts iniquities and murders, Babels pride, perſe- 
cution, preſumption, and Jeruſalems phariſaical bloudy hypocri- 
ſie, werebut types of her fins: Her ſins, preſumption, pride, hy- 
pocrifie, guilt of innocent bloud, inſolent and wicked conti- 
dence, and hardneſs of heart, tranſcends theirs, as truth exceeds 
the Type, and as a real ſubſtance the ſhadow; and they thar 
come not out of her, commit theſe her fins, and muſt ſuffer her 
plagues. 

Thirdly, They muſt come out of her, becauſe of tF e great- 
neſs of the voice of Gods call, and ſtrinels of his coramand. 
His cals to the old World, Sodom,Babylon, and Jeruſalem, were 
but Types : And the voice of Gods miracles by /oſes, the voice, 
of that expreſs type of the Harp of God, Moſes wiſdom and 
meekneſs, and the filver ſhrill Trumpet of eLFarens Eloquence, 


which ſummoned Pharach to hearken, and free Iſrael from their 
: H bonds 
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bonds of ſlavery and death, wherein they were deſtroyed and 
murdered, and whicfi ſummoned Iſrael to hearken, and to free 
themſclves (if Pharoah did not.) from thoſe bonds, were but 
types of Gods call ro Babylon : But Goddiſpenſeth his ſum- 
mons to her, to hearken, and to his people in her, to come out 
of her (if ſhehearken not) under the ttgure of a mighty Angel, 
erying with a loud voice, as when a Lyon roarcth, and under 
the fimilitude of. ſeven thunders, uttering their voices, Rev. 10. 
2. Therefore hcr fins and hardneſs of heart are, and her plagues 
muſt be ſo much greater (if ſhe hearken not) by how much 
greater her ſummons, and the call of God is: and the rebellions 
and diſobedience of the people of God in her are; and their 
plagues, if they come not out of her, mult be ſo much greater, 
by how much their ſummons, and Gods call to them to come 
out of her is greater. 

Fourthly, The pzople of God muſt come out of her, becauſe 


if they be in her when ſhe falls (as a Milſtone caſt into the Sea . 


by a mighty Angel)they mult(aſter all her fore-running plagues 


are inflicted upon them) fall with her into the deepeſt and moſt. 


irrecoverable deſtruction ; and becauſe they in her (at her beſt, 
much more in her dying condition, are as /o44 was in (her fi. 
gure) the Whales belly, where his complaint was, That the 
weeds wrapt about his head in the Belly of hell, That the depth 
in the midſt of the Sea encloſed him, That he went down to the 
bottom of the Mountains, That the Earth With her. Bars Were 
abent him for ever. So the people of God in the belly of this 
Leviathan are caged, and impriſoned in bondage to her fins, 


death and miſeries involve and incloſe them, and the weeds of - 


her wickedneſs and deſtruction wrap about them, and if they ger 
not out of her before ſhe fall, and fink as a Milſtone, they periſh 
for ever. | 
Fiftly, The people of God in Babylon are to come out of her, 
becaufſe ſhe is already fallen or falling in her quickning form, her 
Righteouſneſs : after which her plagues and her cotal fall muſt 
follow, Rev. 18.2. An Angel cryed mightily with a ſtrong voice, 
ſaying, Babylon the great t: fallen, ts fallen ; that is, is fallen ſick |, 
urecoverably in the form of het being, her righteouſneſs; and 
3s become the habitation of Devils, &c, and then,ang not before, 
a YOICO 
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2 voice from heaven called and commanded the people of God 
in her, to come out of her; for if ſhe do not, or ſhall not fall 
froin righteouſneſs, which onely can ſupport her from falling, 
and the people of God in her trom-periſhing, if the retain Truth, 
that the people of God may retain peace in Truth, I n.ean not 
a&ry tenents of truth, but praRique and executive truth, which is 
righteouſneſs; then the people of God in her, arc inno wiſe to 
come out of her, but they are to pray for the peace of Babylon, 
and to ſeek ir, for in her peace they ſhall have peace. Neither 
were the people of God ever called or commanded to come out 
of her, until ſhe be firſt fallen, or falling in her righteouſne((her 
and their form,and life of their being : bur it no addreſs or agree- 
ment in righteouſneſs, whereby all juſt intereſts may be ſatisfied, 
ſhaii be endeavoured, or ſhall or can be made , and if Babylon be 
alrcady failen, or falling in her ſupporting form, her righteouſ- 
neſs; if ſhe be an habitation of Devils, a ttcong hold whercin 
evcry foul ſpirit is fortified : Then God with a Rrong voice calls 
and commands his people to come out of her, and then her 
plagues are coming upon her, and her final deſtruction follows : 
But ir 15 to be feared that ſhe is already fallen in her ſupporting 
form, and become a ſtrong hold wherein every foul ſpirit is forti- 
fied, and that the plagues of her deſtruction have ſeized, or are 
ſeizing upon her, becauſe ſhe vomits up all antidores which 
ſhould expel her ſins, the poiſon of her plagues: If a man (infeR- 
ed with the plague,be taken with a violent yomiting and caſting, 
it (h2ws that the plague hath ſeized, or is ſeizing upon the life. 
When God ſent all his plagues upon Pharaohs hearr, and upon 
the hearts of his ſervants they yomited up the antidotes of 
wholeſom admonitions by /eſes ; which ſhewed that thoſe 
plagues had ſeized upon the life of Pharaoh and his ſervants, and 
were the plagues of their deſtruction : So Babylon is taken with 
a violent vomiting and caſting : If any wholeſom means or me- 
dicine of faithful and ſincere admonitions be given her, ſhe vo- 
mits it up ; If any thing profitable for her peace and fatety be 
propoſed to her, or if any thing that ſhould free her from her 
fins,break her ſickneſ:, and bring health, be given her, her ſto- 
mack nauſeates and loaths it, it ſtaies not there, ſhe caſts it up 


again ; her foul loaths all cordial antidotes againſt the poyſon of 
H 2 her 
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ker plagues; which ſhews thar ſhe is fallen or falling in her ſap- 
porting form, her righteouſneſs, and become a ſtrong hold 
wherein every foul ſpirit is fortified, and that the plagues of her 
deſtruction have ſcized, or are ſeizing upon her. 

Sixtly, The people of God malt come out of her, becauſe 
they al ſo are fallen fromtheir righteouſnels, which is their and 
her ſole life and lupport,and therefore cannot ſupport her, nor be 
ſupported in her : They were once in(her type)thar great Imape 
in Daniel, ahead of gold compa, and knit in, Righteouſnels, 
and had (in, and with her) a Kingdom, Power,. Strength, and 

Glory: Then they were in that Image (as a little gold) in its 
Breaſt and Arms of Silver, which did not change the name and 
property of Silyer, yer did ſupport the whole Body, that it fell 
not : Then they were as a little gold in.its Belly, and Thighs of 
Braſs, which did not change the property of Braſs, yet did ſup- 

ort the whole Body that ir fell not ; Then they were as a little 
gold in its legs of Iron, not changing the property of Iron, yet 
did they ſupport thoſe legs of Iron, and the wholc Body, thar ir 
fell not: Then they were as a little gold in its feet and toes, that 
were part Iron, and part clay, not changing the property of Iron 
and Clay, yet did they ſupport thoſe Feet and Toes, of Iron and 
Clay, and the waole Body, that it fell not ; But now the Iron 
will not mix with the Gold, but rejcRs it, and thinks to rule by 
perfect force of the Sword alone, and will have no power of the 
gold (by Law and Righteouſneſs) mixt in its government, and 
gold, mixing with myrie clay, is made weaker, and more emba- 
ſed: Therefore the gold in this Image, that is, the people of 
God in Babylon, can now no more ſupport her, or themſelyes in 
her, from falling. 

Seyenthly, But the people of God in Babylon are o far from 
ſupporting her, or themlelyes, that they are (it they come not 
out of her ) the firit that muſt fall and be deſiroyed : The two 
middle pillars in Dagers houſe (upon which the houſe ſtood, and 
on which it was born up) fell firſt, and then all the Houle fell : 
So the _ of God in Babylon, are the middle pillars upon 
which ſhe ſtands, and on which ſhe is born up, and ſhall be -(if 
they _ not out .of her) the firſt that muſt fall and be de- 

royed. 


Eightly, 
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. $19. 'The people of God in Baby/on-muſt come ett of *Hhier; 
becauſe ſhe' rejeReth God: and 'them, San/ rejeted God and 
Samxel, and God him, and Sawwrel came no more at him (bur 
prayed for him) unto the day of his death. When Phareah and 
his ſervants rejeRed the juſt Addreſles of thie Elders of /-ael, and 
the crys of the 1/raelirs, and drove out Moſes and Aaron from 
their preſence,then their deſtruQion and 1/raets deliverance from 
bondage was at hand,ſoBabylon rejecteth all cals and commands. 

_ofGod,rejeeth the crys of the poor,and periſhing free-born peo- 
plegrcje.th all jult Addrefles,and-trives out the people of God 
trom hcr preſence in Army and Nation;-therefore (it may be 
feard, the plagues.of her.deſtruction are coming upon her, and 
therefore the peopleof God in her may jultly, and muſt come 
out of her.

They. muſt come our ofher : becauſe (as the people of 
God in Babylon did (oy their righteouſne{)everſuporr her and 
themſelves in her) {> it they come nor out of her (bcing called 
and commanded ot God) their fins of ſtubborneſs and rebellion 
againſt God ſhai berhe'only main caule of bringing the plagues 
of her deſtruction, and hertal upon her-and upon themſelves ,as 
Tonas. (by his1in of diſobedience ) was the 'only: catſe that the 
ſhip and all init was ready to ſink and periſh, until they caſt him 
out into the Sea : So the people of God in- Babylon who by 
their righrcouſneſs have ever heretofore ſuported her and them- 
ſelves from falling, ſhal now (being called (if they comenot out 
of her) ſink her, and deſtroy her and themſelves, (by their ſinnes 
of ſtuborneſs and rebelion againſt God, and it is not likely that 
they ſhould preſerve and ſtipport her or themſelves in her any: 
jonger,who(by their ſins of rebclion againſt God) are the only 
main cauſe of her, and their fal and.deſtruRion. 
zoly. The people of God cannot ſupport her nor ſubſiſt in 
her, and therefore muſt come out of her, becauſe hex Governors 
and Commnaders are bruitiſhly violent,and impatient, and(by 
imp#ience incapable of being convincedby reaſon,:and fatis- 
faction ,", Nabal (as a foole) railed upon Davids meſlcengers 
that came, i-peace and ſent them away empty with a churliſh 
anſwer; And Phareah ſaid to Moſes, get thee from me, ſee my 
face ne.more, far in that day thou ſeeſt my face thou ſhalt die. Ba

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' theſe (as Nabals ſervants ſaid of him)ate fuch ſonfties of Belia! 

chat the ,prople of: God cannot ſpeak to them, nor make any 

humble and faithful Addreſles to them, to undeceive and con- 

vince their judgements, and cauſe them to ſee and forſake their 

bloody ſins and oppreſſions, or (it they. do'make any ſuch hum- 

ble and faithful Addrefles) they do not only raile upon them 

(as Nadal did) and ſend them away emptie with churliſh an- 

{wers :. but add greater wrongs to their injuries, and cruelty to 

their oppreſſions:; they anſwer their humble and faithful Ad- 

drefſes by doing double injurie, and fatisfic their juſt intereſts by 

making their oppreitons{o nmch greater,as their thigh is thicker 

chan their little finger, they do not only threaten to kill them 

(-as Pharoah did E£Moſes ) but do murder and kill them, 

either by immediate ſtroak of lawleſs and wicked violence,or by 

injury, oppreſſion, and extortion : But they will not believe 

that injuries, oppreſſions, and extortions,. (wel. hooded and 

masked- under falſe formes of holy pretences) can -be murder: as 

it Sas (ftanding in the midlt of the people.) was Sax: but 
Saul (hid amongſt the ſtuffe was not Sax[)but Sar! hid amongft 
the ſiuffe was Saxl, aud the prople ran and brought him thence, 
arid be | ſtead before the people; So injuries, oppreſſions, and: ex- 
toxtions, (hooded and masked urider formes.of holy pretences) 
are murders hid in the ſtuff, and the people muſt run (as the 

1ſratlits did ) to fetch them thence, and ſer them before the peo- 

ple; Murders ofthe talleſt ſtatures are ever hid amongſt the ſtuſfe; 

and: theſe implicit maſſacres are moſt in number, and the worſt

harkened to Sorcerers, and cotrupters (creatures moſt yile and 
filthy) they were ied and fel into infamous fins, and the plagues 
of their deliruction came upon them : But by her( that is Babels 
Sorcerers) all Nations are deceived, Rev. 18 23. Her Rulers, 
Commanders, ..and Othcers , rejeR the people of God,and hate 
them andtheir Councels, and their own Sorcerers and flatterers 
vileſt and moſt wicked of excciable creatures) take up their (the 
affcRions and underſtandings, and entize beings, (as ſpirits take - 
up lictle children and (cl chem for {laves into far countries; And 
why do they dote ſo upon the Sorcerers ? becauſe they cover

The people of G« 4 in Babylon cannot ſupport her 
from falling, becauſe they themſelves are fallen in the ſpirit of- 
their forme, which is love. The Apoſtle diſtiguiſheth man into 
body, ſoul, and ſpirit, and the form of the riew man into faith, - 
hope, and love; Spirits are the fiery, living andexecurive powers 
of creatures ſo is love in the people of God : But their love is fal-* 
len from all lively executive heat and become (contrary to the - 
nature of ſpirits) cold : The love of many faith our Saviour 
ſhal Wax cold; Coldnels of love.is the power of death in the : 
ſpirir, and ſourſe of life; from whence univerſal defection in the 
people of God flow:th, their goodneſs, righteouſneſs, and faith 
15 cold, dying and decaying, their courage and conſtincy waver- 
ing as a wave of the Sea, the Sun, and the light, and the Moon, 
and the Starres are in themdarkened.; Their faith ro God and 
man doth but deceive and deſtroy themſelves and others,they are - 
pillars made up of ſhadows and d*ceits, daſhing pitchers, broken 
pot-ſheards.7 he ftars of heaven fell to the earth,as a fig-rtree caſts .

ouſneſs, and know not what it is, nor whercin it conſiſts, but 
are zealous in their own Righteouſneſs: For the Jews (the Type 
of the people of God) had a Righteouſneſs of their own,where- 
in they were exceeding ſtrict, and that Righteouſneſs was ex- 
tzeme wickedneſs: So the p:ople of God have a Righteouinels 
not:of God, but of their own ;, not of faith, but of their own fan- 
cies; and they are zealous in tihs their. own Righteouſneſs : The 
Righteouſneſs which the Jews had of their own, conliſted in 
Sacrifices, refrainings from meats, waſhings, and in ſolemn fruit- 
le6 Afemblies.and Meetings, {/a. 3. 10. and they were moſt hot 
and violent in purſuit.-of this their own Righteouſneſs (when. 
they were moſt cold, aud fallen in their loye to true Righteouſ- 
neſs.:. So the people of God being moſt cold, and fallen in their 
loye to true Righteouſneſs, are molt hot and violent in purſuit of 
theirown Righteouſneſs, which conſiſts much in many Aſſcm- 
blings , and fruitleſs ſolemn Meetings , moſt needful were 
they, ' well improved where they come together to. ſcrve 
God, by.jaring one with anoth:r. What is true Righteoul- 

neſs (he doing of that which.is good andyuſt unto all men)they 

call. moral, and civil Righteouſneſs, and think it not eſſential in 

Religion z-. whereas to give to every one their juſt right, and 

proper.due, to evil doers their juſt reward, to thoſe that do well 

theirs, and to all perſons their own proper intereſts is the only 

expreſſive eſential part of Religion, and the viſible life and mar- 

row of all rig\teouſneſs ; pare religion and nndefiled ( with them) 

is to abound in fruitleſs, and needleſs diſputes, nice tenets, and 

fond opinions: They conceive that true righteouſneſs and their 

obedience conſiſts much in cer: ain joynt ſolemnities of empty 

funRions, . which they call duties, (whereof juſt conſideration 

might.be. had in their due reſpes) and as ſome filled. /punge 

with vineger and gave it-to, Ciuilt, ſo they ſacrifice theſe <mpty 
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punges,or take and fillthem with all filth and defilement of op- 
preſhon and wickedneſs, and offer them up to God, theſe ſacrih- 
ces Without falt of fincerity,or ſubſtance ot truth, are their owne 
righteouſneſs,which is extrem wickedneſs, and in this their own 
righteouſneſs they are very zealous, they are alſo torward to exe- 
cute true righteouſneſs, ſo far as'it conduceth to the ſatisfying of 
their.own luſts, or adyanceth their own deſignes and unjuſt ends: 
Burt for pre religion and undefiled and perfect righteouſneſs, 
without reſpeR-to their own corrupt ends and intereſts, they 
will not once lee it nor looke towards it, their love to true 
righteouſne(s-is cold-(that is indeed) dead, or dying,for coldneſs 
is as contrary £0 life as light to darkneſs, therefore (the otiginal 
ſourſe and caule of life in the people of God being cold and dy- 
ing.) all its effes,the whole body of true righteouſneſs in them 
is dying and diſſolving, they are ſlippery as ice brittle as glaſle, 
yoy may pur your lite in their hands and be ſure they will de- 
ceive you, ask not their counſel in any thing, for they can give 
none, nor receive any : but carpat (without cauſe) thoſe men 
and that means wherein and in whom their own ſafety moſt 
conſfilts: *tis dangerous to adviſe them, for they can give no advice 
but to deſtroy themſelyes, nor take any but to deſtroy thoſe that 
give it : Moſes adviſed two.ſtriving Iſraelites to agree and he 
that was in fault betrayed him, and (in him) all -1/-ae/, and 
queſtioned him for his life, for which cauſe he was forced to flee 
from e/£gypr ro CMiadian, fo if any faithfully adviſe the people 
of God to ”_= in righteouſneſs, they are the firſt that will be- 
tray and deliroy them, and it istheir beſt ſafety that are faith- 
ful amongſt them to flee from them (as Loſes did) and not 
come neere them, for they will betray and deſtroy both them 
and themſelves, (ſuch ate the violent evils and effects of ſlavery) 
the furnaces of baſe and {laviſh bondage ſeparate (as fire ſepartes 
gold from droſle, or oarc) all vertues from the people of God 
and deprives them of wiſdom, prudence, and reaſon : This im- 
baſed the 1/raelirs ſpirits and made them {laviſh and wicked, 
Num.14.12.10.But it ſeparates occaſionally the droſs from their 
gold that are his people(inceed )as in Meſes,Caleb,and Toſhnah, 
and makes them moxe compact and refined; yet the people of 
God have a great noyle of a name (as Sardis had that foe lived 
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ad was dead) Lacdicea, that was molt fallen from her love to.. 
rr ue righteouſneſs boalted more than all the other fix Churches, 
that ſhe Was rich and increaſed with goods, aud needed no- 
thing : but knew not that ſhe Was wretched and miſerable , and 
poor, and blind, and naked : So the people of God are rich, and 
increaſed in the riches of their own righteouſneſs,(that is) in Ba- 
bels ſcarlet ſins, and apoſtalics ; the cyes of cheir faith look back 
{like Lots wifc) to her Sorcerers; they are fallen, or falling 
trom God, and from all loyeunto true righteouſnels, and haye 
imbraceda righteouſneſs of their own (a righteouſneſs contrary 
£0 True righteouſneſs) of their own fanſies, and-deceirful hearts, 
Cas the Iewes and Churches of Sardis and Zaoarcea did) waich 
is an immediate fore-runer of ſure deſtruction to the people of 
God, (as it was to them) without their vigourous and ſpeedy 
care to preventit, which they may and muſt endeyour , but can | 
hardly do it -without being tranfient, or paſſing into another .

The people of God are (o far from ſupporting her by their - 
righteouſneſs that their fins are the chifcſt cauſe of her fall, and | 
they moſt guilty of her fins; ſhe.is fallen from truth and righte- 
oulneſs, and they from faith towards her and themſelves, ſhe is 
wholely pwtified and corrupted, and they (her 'falt ) have loſt 
As fayour, ſhe was a City of defence, they her watch-men, bur. 
the is ſurpriz'd and become a habitation of divels, and they did 
not Warn her but betray her; they have ſeen (as the Prophets of 
J/rael did ) fooliſh things for her, and themſelyeshaye not difco- 
vered their own and her iniquity : but have loved vaine viſions, 
and flattering divinations,Exek, 12. 24. Lam. 2.14, They 
hare betrayed her and themſelves, by ſuffering their hearts tobe _ 
deceived and hardned by her Sorcerers; ſhe hath:committed 
main crying fins, and they like themen of 1abi/fs Gilead have 
Ktren ſtil] and have not gathered themlelyes together as onemas 
wuto the Lord to convince her, and to free her and themſelyes 
from: theſe fins ; and/have thereby dyed her fins in a ſcarlet dye 
upon their own ſpirits, fhe had not fallen had not they fallen, 
Her power to ſtand was in them and their righteouſneſs, and they 
Have diffolyed anddeſtroyed her and their own power to ſtand, 

They hays dra wn one anothsr, andthoſethat hays bin farthful 
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amongſt them, to unite and engage in righteouſneſle for her and 
their own ſupport, and then haye apoſtated perfideouſly, and 
broken their faith to God and Map , (leaving theſe that wete 
faithfull, that in Conſcience could not betray their faith, and re- 
yolt as ſacrifices to the yron tecth of hes tyranny and oppreſſion.) 
They have been forward to condemn them themſelves for their 
faichfulneſle, and have ſeen her grind and deſtroy them whiles 
they ſtood and lookt on ;; as thoſe Parents that offered their chil- 
dren to Molech, The blood ofthoſe that have been moſt faith= 
full, and their perfideous infringement of their juſt faith to God 
and Man will be required at their hands, if they do not vigour- 
ouſly and faithfully quit themſelves, Therefore they are fo far 
from ſupporting her dy their righteouſneſle , that their wicked- 
neſle and guilt of blood, and their flothfull unfaithfulneſſe hath 
polluted her, and their fins arc the cauſe of her fall. 
.  Fourteenthly, The People of God cannot ſupport her or 
themſelves, and therefore mult come out of her, becauſe they are 
divided and fattered : The Iſraelites (becauſe ſtraw wasnot al- 
lowed ) were ſcattered oyer all Egypt. The caule is the ſame 
here, Gods people are Pharaohs Brickills; thoſt in Egypt burnt: 
with fixez theſe in the fire and rage of {lavery , andftood main- 
tains their lives, a5 ſtraw didtheir fires; Pharaob denyed Ifraet 
ſtraw , aflliged them with burdens, and hard bondage, and 
all their feryice: ( wherein their Task-maſters made them 
ſerve) was with rigqur. The oppreſlors of Gods people deny 
them ſtraw, afflit them with burdens and hard bondage, and.all 
their ſervice (wherein they make them.to ſerve ) is with rigour: 
1{raels oppreflors kept back Straw , but.. theſe both ſtraw and 
corn ;  keptback fuel, theſe foed and raiment : they kept 
back that firaw which was the Egyptians; but theſe keep back 
that Straw (that fond and raiment) which belongs to: 1/raet,and 
(if they would cat ſtraw; or ifſtraw-would fave theis lives , they 
will not allow them their own ſtraw (with 4fuch: violent rigour 
do they make then ſerve in flavery) therefore werethe 1/raclites 
ſcattered ever all Egypt to porwbir ore | e inſtead of  firaw , that 
the fires of theix Briekilnes might nor dy, Andfot this caaſe the 
peopleiof God are icattered all over their Egypt to get food and 
rayment to ſuſtain them inſtead of their 0wn, whichtheir oppor: 
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ſors keep back from them. They are ſcattered in their perſons 
and eſtates, ſcattered in their reſolutions, and power, in their exe- 
cutions ſcattered, ſcattered in commurual help, ſuccour and aſ- 
ſiſtance, and inprudenee, direRtion,and Councel ſcattered: They 
are.ſcattered and divided as the dry bones were in the valley of 
Bones, Ezck. 37. which were an expreſle figure of-the- people 


of God in Babylon, the bones were ſcattered in the open _— | 


they had no fleſh, nor finnews upon themy they were the whole 
houſe of 1/-ael, (that is) all the people of God;and the text faith 
they were ſlain. Soallthe People of God in Babylon, are theſe 
dry bones, their fleſh is conſumed ( thatis_) they haye no ſub- 
ftance of truth nor ſinnew of ſtrength ; their marrow of true righ- 
cteoulneſle within is all waſted, they are dry bones , and they are 
all lain.by ſlavery, and therefore are as. dead men, in no power or 
capacity to be gathered, or to be ſpoken tanto, or to hearken that 
they might be gathered: their ſins of flothfull unfaithfulneſle to 
thoſe that haye been moſt faithfull amongſt-rhem ; the guilt of 
their blood, and their often breaches of their juſt Faith ro God 
and: man ( whercin they are ſo hardned that their hearts ſmite 
them not) arc breaches great as the Sea which cannot be healed, 
The firft heaven and earth departed away: but the reaſon is given

her and their own ſupport ; 'and as they are ſcattered and divi- 


ded, all they do or can do is- but to contradia, and divide and 
daſh againſt one another, and againſt ahat means moſt (and thoſe 
that offer it) by which they might be gathered and united. 
Many alſo are cauſed to treſpaſle and blaſpheme through the 
rigour and cruelty of oppreſſion, (therefore their oppreſlors are 
?uilty of oppreſſion and blaſphemy,,) and the Authors of itz 
their paſſions indeed (thereby provoked) have been the bellows 
of theſe diſtempers :. and the right temperofthe beſt metral may 
be ſpoyled in an over-heated forge, yet not the mettal nor the 
forge, nor the bellows, but the black Smith isthe author of theſe 
diftempers, but the effeQs of their provocations (in the yron 
furnaces of cheir oppreſſionsand ſlavery )) are nat-light diſtem- 
pers: but all compoſed order, wiſdom, and; ſobriety, and-their 
{piritual endowments, and righteouſnefle, which ſhould ſupport 
them are reduced (through the yehemoncy of the fire, andrag® 
ef their ſlaverie) not - into findars, but aſhts;-like, the aſhes of 
the fornace' which Cloſes took, and ſprinkled up towards Hea- 
ven, which became ſmall duſt ſcattered throughout the land of-- 
Egypt-: and Heaven ſaw thar: ſcattered duſt, and turn'd it into a 
real Plague upon all the Land of Egypt. .

every family where the Type was not kept; ſo God will as cer- 
tainly pals ttir-ugh the earth, and {mite all Families where the 
life and power of God- appears not in the unity of the ſpirit of 
freedom, and vitit upon it and them, not &gypts, bur Sodoms, 
and Babcls, and back-fliding Jeruſalems ſins, and tae bloud of 
all that have bin ſlain upon the earch, and the bloud of all that 
have bin wronged and oppreſled, and che blaſphemous, atheiſti- 
cal, ſortiſh, and brutith opinions and praQiſes of hypocrites and

wal forms and things) in bondage, and chains of darkaeſs and 
Ignorance in their own judgements, upon them and it, and in- 
volve the carth in circum-ambient and tharp deſtruRion, ſharp as 
fickles.

Eightly, The keeping of that Paſs-over, was the firſt bzgin- 
ing ot Iſraels. typical being and exiſtence, Ex04. 12. 2. This 
moneth ſoall be unto you the begining of moneths, it ſhall be the 
firſt moneth of the yeer ,, Man was earth. the firſt day, but that 
earth was not man until rhe ſixt day ; So Iſrael was the people of 
God before (as they were deadeatth, and duſt of bondage) buy 
never the people of God red<emed ina type, until the lamb was 
killed, and until they all with one accord kept the Paſs-over, as 
God commanded, and then, and therefore God commanded 
Iſrael, that that moneth ſhould be the begining of all moneths unto 
them, and the firſt moneth of the yeer, becaufe it was unto them 
really the begining of their being : So:the keepisg of the true. 
Paſs-over, ſhall þc the firſt begining of thebeing and exiſtence of 
the true people of God',, They arc: Gods people , as Iſrael 
was before they kept the Paſs-over, that is, as dead earth, and. 
ſcattered duſt; they arenot, nor have order, matter, or form,nor 
manifeſt any lite of obedience; as a people redeemed ; dead trees 
bring not forth fruits of life and power, nor plants of bondage' 
righteous obedience ; What.obedience they do manifeſt (which 
5 little, and in bondage) is as:perſons (ozas might pray, when 
in bondage in the belly of hell) but pertorm' (as families, people, 
and churches) nothing really, becaufe they are (as Iſrael betore - 
they kept the Paſs-over')in bondage, as perſons, families, people,” 
and Churches. Strict profeſſors, and pretendersto freedom and 
righteouſneſs (of all nations) were ever many, but Iſrael was 
free by birth and promiſe, and a figyre of the true free-born : 
Profeſſors were and are four ſorts, -The firſt were pretenders ir 
allnationsto freedom and' righteouſneſs; who notwithſtanding * 
were not of Abrahams ſubſtance after the fleſh; and to whom 
no promiſe of bleſſing, thar is, of freedom from che curſe was 
made ; Sq now; there are many ſtrict profeſlors and pretenders

to freedom of all nations, who rorwithRanding manifeſt no ſpi- 
ritual ſubſtance of e Abraham, no true righteouſneſs in prafile, 
which is the ſubſtance of the tree-born of God. 

Secondly, The Egyptians (Pharaohs ſervants and forcerers 
eſpecially) approved (and did falſly ) that which Moſes did, and 
practiſed quite contrary; they were not Abrahams, bur Chams 
ſeed after the fleſh, the peculiar people of the curſe -in the anti- 
theſis to Iſrael ; ſo uſurpers over the free-born, and all that re- 
ceive the ſeal of the ſpirit of Sorcery, andthe mark of the power 
of ti:e beaſt to enflave the free-born, proſls what the free-born 
do, and practiſequite contrary, and are the peculiar people of 
the curſe, in ananrtithefisto the true Ifael , The curſe is bondage 
and flayery, the ble{iing redemption unto freedom : The power 
of the curſe is diftidence, flavith fear, and ſubjeiorrto the ſpiric _ 
of bondage unto ſin, and deſfiridron of body and fpirit ; 'The 
form of the blefling is faith; freedom, and life-in the power and 
obcdience of God. | 

A third fort (not Hebrews, nor &gyptians, but Neuters) ſec 
the Arkin one Temple with Dagon;and in profefiion ſexve God, 


"Dagon in practiſe ; They ſerve God by {{eeping,and to that end, 


creepinto trictelt ſocieties of Profeſſion (as into ſleeping holes ) 
chat they may onely ſleep (as Dormice) and donothing ; They 
ſerve God and Dagon, as the rebellious Ephramites did, dg. 
12.2. who when they were called npon to free the people of God 
and themſelves front bondage,flepr and harkned not ; and after, 
when God by Fephtah had delivered his people without them, 


. they falſly pretended great wrong from Fephtah- in not calling 


them, whercas he'had called them,and they would not hearken: 
So Neutetrs ſerve God by a ſlothful and ſleepy profeTion ; Thoſe 
Ephramitcs flandred Fephrah for his faithful fervice in freeing 
Iiraet, and gathered themſelves together to burn down his houſe 
upon him; ſo Neuters ſerve Dagon in ſlandring and/deftroying 
ſuch as hate floth and laviſh fear, and are diligent and fairhful : 
T hey fay /ibboleth in a ſleepy proteflion,, bur they cannot frame 
to proneunce ſhibbolerh in praftife': Indy. 12.6. 

The fourth fort were Iſraelites, Abrahams feed; the true Pro- 
feſſors of freedom, and people of God in a' type, the peculiar 
people, in whom the protnife of bleſſing unto all Nations was 
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made, and Abrahams ſubſtance atter the fleſh, in an Antitheſfis 
torche Egyptians ; Iſracl had the fle(h,but not the faich of Abra- 
bam; So the true Ifracl ſeem co hol torth che ſpiritual ſubſtance 
of Abraham (taith and obedience) and are the true peuple of 
God in antitheis to all that receive the ſeal of the power of the 
beaſt, and in retaregce tothetype, but not in relation to truth in 
fiacerity; They hold forth the outward carcaſs of Abrahams 
faith and obedienc. (or a ſhadow of it) but nor the life and pow- 
erof Abrahams faith and obedience. Gods people are ſincere 
or ſeeming : All Creatures (clean and unclean) that came into 
the Ark, wcre a type of the people of God, manifeſting faith and 
obedicnce outwardly,but there's no mention of more then Noab 
and Sem onely that were ſincere: All that kept the Pafs-over in 
Kgyprt, were a figure of Gods people, but there's no mention of 
above fiveor ſix that were ſincere, and but two onely entred in- 
to.the land of promiſe, the reſt received again the ſpirit of bon- 
dage,and perilht, and fell by flaviſhneſs : Sv Iſraelites (like Na- 
thaniel) indeed, are few, ſcarce viſible, but have, and had eyer an 
inward principle of life and power, obſcure and wfirm, becauſe 
of bondage; their faith and obedience is like that Prophets that 
was ſent to prophetie againſt the Altar in Bethel, and returned 
back an other way, who did go, propheſied, and returned back 
an other way ; but before he lf throughly done his work, he 
ſat him don under an Oak,, and then. (contrary to Gods com- 
mand) retwrned back to Bethel, wherefore a Lyon met him and 
flac him, Some ſmall hid ſincerity there is in their actions, but 
if they do any work of God, they cither leave it off before they 
well begin it, or fir down before it is halt done; The beſt of 
themare like the barren fig-tree, full of fruicleſs leaves of profeſ- 
fon; If a man ſeek(as the Prophet did Afic.7. )ripe fruithhe may 
weary or deſtroy himſelf before he find any : Their fruit falls 
before it is ripe, yet they put forth ſome ripe if a man could-find 
it; they deſiſt from all good ations before they perfet them, 
er tranſmit them ſeemingly imp<rfect, becauſe they are outward- 
ly under the power of bondage. The ſecming people of God 
manifeſt ourward faith and obedience ( as the generality of 
creatures that came into the Ark did in a Type, and) asthe ge- 
nerality of Iacl chat harkned to JZe/es when he was firſt _ 
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did,- but their faith and obedience is not fealed with any lite and 
power inward or outward, nor ſhall be, until they prepare to 
keep the true Paſ-over : Iſrael at firſt harkned, and then gene- 
rally revolted, and would not harken, their harkning was no 
obedience, beczuſe not ſealed, and what isnot ſealed, is in no 


force or being, but their diſobedience in not hearkning, was Te- 


bellion againſt God, So Gods people ſeem forward to harken 
and to a unto righteouſneſs aud freedom from the curſe, and 
then immediately relinquiſh freed:m and righteouſneſs, and 


defertand betray thoſe thar co-operate ſincerely, to ſlaughter 


and deſtrution ; Their beſt and moſt forward ebedience is not 
wrought by the free ſpirit of God in life and power, bur their 
perfideous Apoſtafic and trech ry are real works of the ſpirit of 
bondage : No Fountain ſends forth at the ſame place fweet wa- 
zer and ditter, am. 3. 11, 12. Neither can a fountain of bondage 
bring forth any work of Freedom ; Their continued breaches 
of faith, and their quiet and peaceable doing and ſuffering of all 
unrighteoulneſs, and their oft revoltings, are manifeſtly the 
works of bondage, and do manifeſt that all their obedience 
are real works of bondage; They ſeek jult things for and from 
faviſh and unjuſt principles and ends, and ſeek to accompliſh 
thoſe ends by head-long and raſh means, and their beſt ations 
being ſubje to unjuſt ends, and under the powers and forms. of 
bondage, the matter muſt needs be the matter of thoſe forms, 
and not of the free ſpirit in the power of God. That ſome fin- 
cere are among them alters not their condition of bondage; be- 
cauſe they alſo are outwardly in bondage, and outwardly not 
ſeen, nor viſible; their righteouſneſs and freedom is inward, 
and fo ſecret, and ſecret things belong to God ; They that wore 
finccre of Iſrael in dondage, did not alter the condition of the ge- 
nerality, for they were all in bondage ; But as the Law by 
tranſgreſfion is the power of {in, ſo their ſervice and obedience by 
back-1liding is the power of the curſe of bondage, for they could 
not revolt, did they not firſt ſcem to ſtand, nor betray the fincere, 
did they not ſeem to hold forth faith and obedience, nor be nigh 
unto curſing, were it not that they were once enlightned, Heb. 6. 
thercfore the people of Godare ſo far from being or begining 
of order, matter, or form of a people, called to the ag”

' formof freedom and righteouſneſs, which 1s of God, that their 
ſecming form, thcir ſervice and obedience, isthe occation , and 
their defleQting from it the real cauſe of their being under the 
form, or power of the ſpirit of bondage. "There 1s no mention 
ot any {-rvice tO God, that Ifracl ever didn Egypt 5 before they 
kep: the Paſſe-over, for it was impoſlible for them ts ſerve God 
betore they were or had being or beginning of order, matter, or 
form of righteouſneſle and freedom, but of bondage unto fin and 
ſlavery enly in atype. Sothe true 7/-ael , as perſons, families, 
people, and Churches did never, nor canor fhall evet do any fer- 
vice to God, ar lealt, in the clcer evidence of the life and power 
of God, until they by and in their anti-typical families prepare 
and keep the true Paſſeoyer: neither ſhall they have being or 
b:ginning of order, matter, or form, in the power of true righte-- 
oulnefle and freedom , until they be calle out of the poiver of 
bondage into the freedom and power of God , receiving the 
ſeal of the Naine of God, &c. and they onely ſhall bee the 
fiſt fruits unto God, and to the Lamb, Rev. 14. 2. 

A ſtone, orclodd of earth, caft by a ſtrong hand, flies as faſt ag 
the ſwifteſt creatures that have life and motion in themſelyes : ſo 
the people of God at juſtthings vigorouſly, for their own private 
ends ( fingly) of which,did they ſeck them in the joynt good and 
ſafety of each other, and by right means, they could nor milfe : 
and their outward motives failing, they fall as a clodd of earth, 
quit freedom and if peril appears, their hearts (like Nabals ) 
are dead as ſtones, but they nor only lick up the vomit of a ſlaviſh 
ſpirit, bur bend the power of it, in reſiſtance, againſt God. They 
hide their treacheries and apoſtaſies with fig-leaves of deceits, 
adding fraud to unfaithfulneſle, and enſnare and betray thoſe that 
/2 ſincere, and themſelves ( in them) to deſtruction and 
ilavcry. 

Iſrael told Sampſon plainly , that they were come down to 
bind him, and to deliver him into the hands of the Philiſtims,and 
that they would bind him falt, and deliver him , ( chat is, betray 
him; ) and they did fo, Tudges 15.12, 13. but the people of God 
deal not ſo fincerely and truly with thoſe that are faithtull and 
ſincere amongſt them : They indeed bind them faſt in cords of 
bondage, and betray them , bur tell them not they will do fo , 
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they need not, they have many examples go waira them, Myſes, 
and the Prophets; r-alon and experience tells chem,tiart as rae! 
bound Sampſon and betrayed him, and IL/es, and in them, all 
Iſrael into the power of {lavery and death, » all chat thz pzople 
of God do, or can do (in bondage) by any Engagement, is bur 
to bind raoſe that are fiacere and faichtul, in (trong cords of {la- 
very and death, and b2tray them to dcftration and {laughter x 
And this their trecherous diilervice thusquitted,they contine and 
terminate in outward firic form; of proteilion, and heir own 
corrupt intereſts,until opportunity be given that they may again 
ſeek (tor {laviſh ends) jutt things by hea1-long and rath means, 
and again betray thoſe that are fairhful co {lmnghtcr,and themſelves 
to flavery ; So they ſcarce Icave any name or being of thoſe thar 
are ſincere (as few were left when the flaud camz ina Type ) 
They rally nat, bat to revolt, deſert, and betray thoſe that are 
faitiful, and oppole baſe excuſes to fairi and obedience : 1/rael 
heard gladly the meſlage of their deliverance, and then all (both 
Elders and People (fo ſoon as reliſted) revolted, and were ſcatter- 
edall over Agypt under the power of bondage more then ever ; 
God ſent a ſecond meſlage,. but they in no wiſe harkned, Exod. 
6. 9. They had ſomching elle to mind then Aoſes; they mult 
either ſubmit to bear, or be beaten, ir was their living, their cal- 
ling, andthey muſt follow it; The people of God (bidden to 
the great Supper, Luke 14.17.) begin all with one conſent, to 
make excuſe ; one had bought five yoak of Oxen, another a houſe, 
&c. $» the pgaple of God called ouc of bondage, at firſt ſeem 
forward to harken and engage for juſt Freedom, bu: then the 
firſt noiſe of Fear (before they ſee any danger) puts them all to: 
retreat,: and ſcatters them under the power of bondage more 
thenever;the firlt brunt (before ic approach or come neer them) 
breaks their ſpirit, oſes was fent with a ſecond meſlage, but 
they did nat harken for cruel bondage, their ſervile fpirits made 
bondage matter of exenſe, and a {trong Bar againſt their deliyer- 
ance from it;. The Lord fent to call thoſe thar were bidder ta. 
the great Supper; and they alſo harkned not, but oppoſed the 
power of bondage againſt the power of God in making excuſes z 
an excule is a' ſhaking off, or a caſting out; and raey by making 
excules, did thake off God and his power for their deltyerance : 
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< the people of God caſt off God, oppoſe his meſſages, and re- 
ſit his power by laviſh excuſes; They oppoſe againit their juſt 
faith ro God and man (broken by their trechery ) the unfaichful- 
neſs of others, to exculc their own ; They through greedy aya- 
rice bctray the true Ifrael, and themſclves, their liberties, eſtates, 
and entire Beings,to periſh and be de{troyed by {lavery (as 74das 
betrayed the Truth and him{elt for money) and then cover that 
bitter root of ali evi}, with falſe pretenſes of Frugal Providence: 
Their occaſions obſtruct their obedience, - and their callings and 
buſineſs are meer inſtruments emiſlary to ſlavery : Newmers (that 
out-ſit thc time in fleeping, and cenſure all that are not {lothful) 
excuſe their rrechery under pretenſe of wary and ſecure ating : 
they are moderate men, who fir ſtill, and ſuffer the Lands (like 
Sodoms ) {witt deſtruction, whiles they drink the ſweet, andeart 
the far of ir, and receive the States pay for ſo.doing. 

The people of God will not put the-ſtrength of their little 
finger to remove (really and indeed) the leaſt burden, (though 
they groan under the greateſt that ever were, ot which the Apgy- 
ptian were but ſhaddows) Why ? 'Yheir burdens are ſo great 
and many, and their {laviſh tear ſuggeſts more, and greater ; yer 
they are forward enough to leck juſt Freedom and Righteouſneſs, 
and jſt things for their own ends (ſingly) to cnflave, and by 
head-long and raſh-means (like Nadabs and Abihw's ſtrange 
fires) todeſiroy themſelves. But it: any meſſage or command 
from God recal them to {eek their own fafeties and freedom(not 
m their own ſingle, but of one an other ) ahd to do all righteouſ(- 
neſs in the right ordcr, and rule of God, they rejeR it, and them 
them hat bring it ; propoſe what, and from whom you will, 
they'l not meddle with it,- nor engage in what's good : They- 
have bin burnt enough ;* It urged, or preſſed, they ſummon all 
the powers of the curſc of covetouineſs, ſloth, and laviſh fears, 
to make excuſes : {words befit not cheir hands nor hearts, but 
burdens and ſharp ſeourges chcir ſervii backs; Why ſay they, Are 
Zeba and Zalmumna (the keepers of our Captivity) in your 
hands ? &c. Indg. 8. Why ſervile back-fliding Iſrael, can- your 
trecherous and baſe excuſes,or churliſh flaviſhneſ-, prevent Gods 
purp«1c to tree his people, or free your ielycs trom the curſe and 
delizuRion of bondaze? The Lord declareu expreſly, rhat none 
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of *all thoſe that Were bidden and made excuſes, ſhould taſte of his 
ſupper. Luk, 14. 24. Let all Gods people that make excules 
tear, and beware utter rejeion, 

The fearful and unbelieving ſpics,and all 1/-ael (by believing 
them) brought evil reports upon the Land of Canaay, and the 
guilt of moſt degenerous, and baſe wick<-dneſs upon themſelves: 
they feared ſtrong Cities, and tall ſtatures of men, more than 
confided in the living God ; and that fear deſtroyed (except 
Calch and Toſona that ſought to bear up their (laviſh ſpirits)every 
man of them ; when Caleb told them they-were well able to 
overcome they all lift up their voyces and cryed, and wept fore, 
and were wholly routed and {lain (without any enemy, or dan- 
ger neer them) by meer {laviſhne(s, all above twenty years old 
(women nor excepted) fell; and p-riſhed through the power of 
the curſe of their own laviſh ſpirit ; when Caleb and Tofbne 
ſought to bear up their back(liding ſpirits, all Iſrael bid fone 
them with ſtones, rebelled, and gathered together againſt God 

Numb. 14.9. 35. that is, they gathered together in the power 

of {bondage againſt the power of God, for their' freedom, and 

deliverance ; So all that the people of God (in bondage ) do, 

or can do, is but to begin ſeemingly in the ſpirit, and end in the 

fleſh; ro ſeek Freedom and righteouſneſs by head-long, and raſh 

means, and for their own finiſter and baſe ends increaſe bondage, 

deſtray themſelves, and reſiſt God:: They bring ( it oppoſed 

eſpecially) only. evil reporrs upon all right means, and ends of 
their deliverance,and proje norhing but baſe excules and cavils 

(the fruits of wicked fears) their hope (like Nabals heart) is 
dead as a ſtone, they quit faith; and their love to true rigite- 

ouſnels, and Freedom leavcs them, and they it : why lay they its 

In vain to ſtir, our juſt ends (the more we a) are the {archer off, 
and to accomplith them (by any means) is imp {ible ; What 
ſhould we run our {{lves into danger for and need not? we ſee 
clearly that to ſtir in this way is but to detroy our ſelves with- 
out rem-dy, and for our par:s we have ſeen a great deale of 
means uſed, and much pains rakea, and no good has com? of it, 
wee'l labour to ferk Gol, keep in compaſte of our own callings, 
and leave the affairs of the State to thoſe they do belong, the 
times are ſuffering times, and call not co ſtir, buc {iz (til, we mult 
M mind 
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mind Chriſt preached, and not theſe jult things indeed, but dan- 
gerous to be medled with , We deline bowing our knee (in holy 
profeilion) ro Baal as much as any, but (in practiſe) none bur 
turbulent ſpirits deny it (croublers of Iirael and themſelves) that 
diſturb the Narion : We will wait upon God, and turn back in- 
ro Evypt. They vent the {landers of their {laviſh fpirirs (as the 
Type did) and ſay thus in effe&t; They told us of the land of 
Canaan, and of the land of promiſe, and bring us into a Wil- 
derne(s, of milk and honey, and now we ſeeit (indeed) it is 
the ſharp ſword of unvanquiſhable enemies, to ſlay us and ours. 
They pretended to give us the land of Promiſe, a place of reſt 
{rom all burdens, {ee how well they have performed it : Had we 
not tasks hard enough in &gypt, but they muſt bring us out 
from thence to ſet us harder tasks impoſſible co be pertormed ? 
Tasks to deſtroy us, to cauſe us to engage our lives againſt men 
of tall and procerous ſtature, and invincible ſtrength, whoſe ye- 
ry naines are enough to affright our little ones : Muſt we come 
thus far to buy our burials,-purchaſed with the loſs of our lives, 
and muſt our wives and children (to purchaſe this prize) be like- 
wiſe ſlain without obtaining it ? > 
Iſrael (the peculiar people, in whom the promiſe of bleſſing 
toall people and nations was made.) made themſelves by rebel- 
Hous unbelicf and ſlaviſk fear, the curſe, ſcorn, and ſhame of all 
people, and Nations : So the true Iſrael (from amongſt whom the 
real bleſſing of freedom and deliverance from bondage ſhall be 
derived toall People and Nations) make themſelyes (by their 
rebellious, baſe, and ſlavifh fears, the curſe, ſcorn, and ſhame of 
all people and Nations upon earth : Becauſe Iſrael (when they 
were brought to ſubdue Canaan) ſubjected their own ſpirits to 
coyetouſneſs, {loth, and faithleſs and laviſh fears; Gods wrath 
brake out upon them, and ſlew them by ſword, plague, and fa- 
mine forty yeers : his diſpleaſure (the heavicſt he ever manifeft- 
ed to his people) reſted upon them forty yeers, until he had ut- 
terly deſtroyed every man and woman that re-aflumed the 
' plague of a {laviſh ſpiric ; that che true Iſrael might not want 
example (the mot remarkable that ever was) for their warning. 
The &gyptians were Chams children (the peculiar p:ople of 
the curſe, in the antithetis ro the promiſe of bleſſ;n 2) and ſo moſt 
contrary 
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contrary to all order, matter, and torm of a free people, above all 
Nations ; but Iſrael (under their power and command, and in 
bondage unto them) were (viſibly ) their vaſſals, ſlaves unto er- 


vants, bond-llavesto the cutſe : T hey were lervants to God by * 


promiſe, but (in power) ſeryants to the Egyptians,under whole 
power they were ; and ſo more contrary to all order, matter and 
form of tree tamilies, perſons, people, and churches, then rhe 
A&gyptians, until (being ſealed with the bloud of the Paſi-over } 
they were called, and redeemed unto freedom in the power of 
God, by the Lamb in a Type: So uſurpers and their ſervants (all 
that receive the mark of the power of the Beaſt) are the people 
of the curſe (ſervants of ſervants) in antitheſis 'to the true blel- 
ſing, and fo (their ſlaves Gods free people excepted) moſt con- 
trary to order, matter, and form ot a free people. Bur Iſrael 
( Gods tree people in bondage tothem) are ( viſibly ) their vaſ- 
fals, ſervants to God by promile, by power theirs; bond-flaves 
to ſervants, and fo are and ſhall be more contrary to right order, 
matter, and form (as Perſc-ns, Families, or Churches) then the pe- 
culiar p.ople of the Curſe, or any people upon earth, until (be- 
Ing ſcaled with the ſeal of God in the bloud of the Lamb) they 
ſhall be called and redeemed from the Will and power of L ſur- 
pers, to the power and Freedom of God in their anti-typical 
Families. The rule and form of a free people is the Law, of 
Law, Reaſon ; ot Reaſon, the Word by the work of his free ſpi- 


rit; the elementary form and rule of the law of Nature and- 


Reaſon, is the Scripture , But the matter (the pcople of God) 
ard their forms (Law, Reaſon, and Scriptures) and the order of 
both matter and form, are kept in chains of {laviſh diſ-uſe, dead 
to Freedom and Life, alive and active unto bondage and death ; 
asall Iſrael (living in bondage) acted unto bondage onely, The 
moſt juſt Law is but a bond-{lave ro Will and Power, Will with- 
_ out Reaſon is the torm of it; Right (it any be or ſeem) is an ef- 
fect contingent, or a work of Bribery, or ot by-reſpects, and not 
of the Law: for thete can be no right cffet from that cauſe, 
whereot Reaſon is not the Form and Power : Reaſon is the pow- 
er of (Law-narural)the Image of God in man, fallen (when man 
fell) under the power of bondage and death: Dead bodies (not 
preſently, bur in time) wholy corrupt __ putritie; So this I mw 
2 an 
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and (its form) Reaſon (though dead) did not preſently, but in. 
time, wholy putrifie ; the order and manner of its diſſolution 
is ſer forch in that Imag* in Daz. 2. Howbeir, God by his Word 
(the embalming myrrhe of this dead Image) hath at ſome times 
healed its unſoundneſs : But now this Image (and Reaſon the 
form of it) is (as ina Type when the Floud came) wholy cor- 
rupted and putrified; Learning and Ignorance have putt up the 
wiſe, and fooliſh; and pride hath putrificd this Image in man, 
and theform of it, Reaſon ; as it did-in Nebachadzezzar ina fi- 
gure, for he was the head of Civil Empire and government, and 
a ſhadow of it from his time, in which the Imag= of God (as to 
Tukice, Reaſon, and Sobriety) is wholy deſtroyed, and the peo- 
ple (ruling and ruled) turned (through pride) feral, agreſi, and 
wild inthe ſubſtance, whereot the ſame in him was a ſhadow. 
The wiſe and learned render reaſon ſenſual and diveliſh, the un- 
learned bruiriſh. Groſs and ſtupid (but conceited) ignorance, 
and pedantick learning have eaten up (like Pharaohs ilI-favored 
lean kine) all real Vertue and honeſty : Religion, and the Law, 
and light of Reaſon, is turned putrified filth and dirt of wicked- 
neſs, and folly in the thin bellies of theſe ill-fayored beaſts : Rea- 
ſon is but a bond-ſlaye to abſurd Tenents of fond and fottiſh 
Sruitzſhneſs ; delatory and evaſive ſophiſtry ſeems moſt to-be,but 
Is no part of juſt reaſon, or of the Image of God, bur of Satan : 
"There's no true indoles of goodne(s, or good nature left in this 
Image, becauſe the Scriptures are not, neither can be but the 
imaginations of the thoughts of the hearts of men (which are in 
bondage, and onely evil continually) are as they were in the 
Type, Ger. 6.5. the forms and power of Reaſon ; wherefore 
this ſpiritual Image in man, and (the form of it) Reaſon, being 
dead, corrupt, and putrified, as to Freedom, Life, and Power, but 
alive and active unto bondage and death, cannot be the form and 
power of the Law of the free people of God. 

Thirdly, The Scriptures are not (but ought to be, and ſhall 
be) the elementary form and power of reaſon, and of the Image 
of God in man; that is, they are properly, and ſhall be really, 
the Conduit and Inſtrument by which the Spirit of lite (in the 
Word of Goo) thall convey light of life into the Image of God, 
and into the form of it (Reaſon) Bur the Scriptures are alſo in 
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bondage of death, Rev. 11. 7. 23) to Freed::m, and Life, and 
alive and ative unto bondage. The Scripture is not (by ſirieſt 
pretenders to it) extended to Perſons, Families, and People (as 
the elementary torm and rule of thcir Law, and Government, 
as Perſons, Families, and people. They call the Law of the 
people the Civil Law, and diſcern ir, as having it original power 
and form (nor from the Scriptures, but) from the people; and 
(for government of Families and Perſons, and the power of it) 
they think not of it, or (at leaſt) practiſe not (really and indeed) 
any : They confine the power of the Scriptures to Churches 0n- 
ly (as Shimei was to his houſe in Jeruſalem ) by which means the 
Scriptures are in bondage, and are dead, and have no power, but 
to promote empty forms of pretenſes, and hypocriſfic; For it is 
impoſlible that thoſe herbs that rerein the ſtrength and power of 
poyſon in the place where they grow, and likewiſe reteinthe 
ſame ſtrength of poyſon in the pot, and in the meſs, ſhould ever 
be wholſom in the {tomack-: So it is impoſſible that they that 
have no power or form of Law, or government according to 
Scriptures (as Perſons, Families or People) ſhould have any form 
or power of Law or Goyernment according to the Scriptures as 
Churches; The Scriptures are a Cup of Gold, Rev. 17. 4. that 
is, a veſſel of pure righteouſneſs (not kept in the power of Gods 
people, but in myſtical fezabels hand, the mother of all abomi- 
nations and filthine(s) Foſephs ſteward faid to the Brethren of 
7oſeph, That the Silver (up was that wherein his. Maſter uſed 
ro drink,, and indeed to divine : The Scriptures are indeed a vel- 
ſel of perteR honor, but (as kept in bondage of death, in poſ- 
ſeſſion, and under the power of an harlot) a veſſel of vileſt dif- 
honor, a cup of divination, full of all abominations, and filthi- 
neſs of her fornications (the falſ: wares with which all merce- 
naries (the Merchants of the earth ) chandle and trade their high 
priſed deceits of no value) which they exchange for the treaſure 
of the earth to mak: themſelves rich ; ſoms teach againſt ſome, 
ſome azainſt all forms of Godlineſs,and deny all the power ot ir: 
others preſs empty torms of fruitlcſs protelſion, and make theſe, 
and all other painted Scpulchers, ſeem to ariſe out of this Cup : 
They ſ{cem to make the blindelt bra.s of Egyptian darkneſs 


their brain-ſick conceits of grofleſt folly and blaſphciny to ariſe 
: out 


cut of this cup. All baſe Sorcerers and ſeducers take wp this 


cup for a pretence to dilfimulation, for Incre ſake, and mate ic 
their inſtrument to deceive and inflave the Nations, tubordinats 
co their own unjult gain, and ends. The Scripture> are but nets 
ſpread only to catch their prey, their ſhaddow of darkneſs to 
dcceir, their veſſel of divinatton to enſnare and deſtroy the earth 
for reward. All Impotitors take up out of this cup,forms to de- 
Cci ve for gain unto themlelves, and they that reccive the marke 
of bondage. ( hardneſs of heart) drink deceit, and all deceiycrs 
the wa ges of lying divinations out of this cup. 

The word of God ſhall be, but is nor, but the wills and power 
of wicked Impoſtors, and (their filrhy luſts and dcfires are the 
power of the dead ſubjeRed and inflaved Scriptures ; Therefore 
the Scriptures (in bondaye under the tormes of vilett, and moſt 
{laviſh diſuſe , and death)cannot be the form, andpower of the 
Image of God, nor of reaſon, nor reaſon of the Law ; nor the 
Law,of the free people of God : But (as the abomination of de- 
ſolation was (inſtead of the Arke of God) ſet upin the Temple 
of God, ſo right order, matter, and form of Freedom, life and 
power in the people of God is (by a general falling away from 
what they ſecmed ) null, and voyd, and poſitive oppeſit forms 
and powers of bondage (the ſubſtance ſhaddowed by that abo- 
mination of deſolation ){ct up in the Templ<; the people of God 
and in all powers of their being (Law, reafon, and Scripture.) 
And the matrer (joyned to theſe forms) is thiir proper matter in 
being, and the order, ends, and effets muſt neceflarily (as effects 
their cauſes) follow their produQtve matter and forms ; there- 
fore the pcople of God (as families, perſons, people and 
Churches) andall their powers, and forms (Law, reafon , and 
Scriptures) and the order, ends, and effes of theſe torms are 
wholly in the power of bondage, and baſeſt diſuſe, dead ti: Free- 
dom, life and power of God;alive and.active to flaviſh deſtiuQi- 
on, fin, and death, and ſhall be untill God call them, and they 
come (and bring wich them all thar is chcirs) our of the power 
of bondage, unto the power and freedom ot God, in their anti- 
typical families. 

While Ifrael was in bondage their perſons, eſtates, la; reaſon 
traditions, and intire beings,were wholly in the ſame bondage, 
and 
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and they never had being , nor begining of Freedoms, until they 
were called out of the power ot bondage , unto their proper 
form of Freedom, (the power of God, and of the Lamb) and 
were gathered, and ſealed in that power (typically) by their fa- 
milies ; -So the truc Iiracl (and all that is theirs )are alike in the 
ſame bondage, their bodys, ſpirits, power, rights, eſtates, and 
their fotms (of being (law, reaſon, and Scriptures) are to life and 
Freedom) voyd of being and begining : But by occaſion vials 
of {laviſh <iſuſe, deſtructive, fintul; and muſt fo remain untill 
God gather Iſrac}, and all that is theirs,from being putrificd duſt 
(rebelling againſt him) to a being, and begining in his power of 
Freedom, by their anti-typical families; The duſt (which after 
was Man) had no order, unity, nor figure of body whiles ic was 
duſt , nor fleſhly form, untill it was tranſmutated into fleſh, nor 
life until che fleſh had liniaments, and breath of life, and not till 
then it had the begining and being of a man; So Iſrael were,and 
and the true Iſrael are (cattered dividuals of duſt, and Atomes 


moſt contrary to order and unity of a body, and form of life ; 


When Iſrael rebelled againſt God and (being cald out of bon- 
dage, hearkned not Exod. 6. 12.) they were putrified and ſcat- 
tered duſt ( warring againſt the life and power of God;) when 
they readily hearkned to prepare and keep the Paſſeoyer (as God 
comanded )thenthey were changed from dead and ſcatrered dult 
into fit matter of a redeemed. people, when all their families 
were gathered together into their own houſes (or ſv many as ' 
could ear the Lamb) into one houſe, and kept together with- 
out going our, or ſtirring from one another, then they were ral- 
lyed and knit in acompaR body, when they did eat the Paſle- 
over together (as God commanded) then the life and power of 
God(their breath of life from bondage of death was(in a Typz)-- 
brearhed into them ; and (that night) they were delivered,and 
all the firſt-born (the power of Egypt in a Type) were that very 


| night deſtroyed, and God ordained that moneth (by an Ordi- 


nance for ever )to be the beginning of all monechs unto them, 
and the firſt moneth of the yeare, becauſe ic was indeed really 
the firit beginning of their being: So the true Iſrael (the free 
people of God) and all thar is theirs, have bin, and are in that 
deep {1-ep, and horror of great darkne(s of bondage, and death 


(in 
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(in the ſubſtance of it.) did which fell upon Abraham ina fizure 
Gen. 15. and are really thoſe divided peices of fleſh berwixt 
which the furnace and burning lampe paſſed, which peices of 
fleſh putrified : That deep {leep, and great darkneſs, and thoſe 
peices of fleſh were a twofold figure of Abrahams ſeed after the 
fleſh, and after the ſpirit; in bondage, dead, diſobcdient, and pu- 
trified duſt, which being called hearken not: When they ſhall 
readily hiearken to prepare, and keep the true Paſſeover (the ſub- 
ſtance, and truth of therypical) then they ſhall be changed from 
putrid duſt (repugnant to all life, and freedom of God) into fit 
matter of a free people : When their anti-typical familics ſhall 
be gathered in the unity of the ſpirit of life, and freedom, unto 
the power of God in their natural, and myſtical houſes to pre- 
pare, and keep the true Paſleover, and not reyolt, not ſtir our, 
nor deſert one another : then they ſhall be rallied into the com- 
pages, and joynts of a body of a Free People: When they ſhall 
eat the Paſſeover together (as God commandeth (thar is) when 
they ſhall do really the works of righteouſneſs, (not the Type : 
bur the truth, and ſubſtance of what God, and the Lamb requires 
ofa people rede:med to lift, and Freedom ) then the 'power 
. of God (their breath of life from real bondage) ſhall be breathed 
Into them, and that time (which is at hand ſhall be unto them, 
and all that is theirs really) the very fir{t. begining of being : _ 
Then Iſrael, and theirs firlt began (ina Type) and then the true 
Iſrael (as perſons, families, people, and churches) ſhall firſt begin 
really : That ſhall be the firſt time wherein their proper Rights, 
Eſtates, Law, Power, and the Image of God,. and Reaſon, and 
the Scriptures, ſhall have (in reference to right ule) begining of 
Freedom from defolation; {laviſh dif-uſe, fin, and death. The 
Text is expreſs, Rev. 14. That the hundred forty and four thou- 
ſand (ſealed in their fore-beads) were the firſt fruits unts God, 
and to the Lamb, redeemed from the earth : And it isnot fuppo- 
ſed, but cleerly proved by Scripture, that theſe one hundred forty 
- and fourthouſand ſhall be the fame .intruth and ſubſtance that the 
Iſraelites (ſcaled in the bloud of the Lamb in Egypr,) were in 
Type, and ſhaddow ; They came out of the greateſt Thrall 
and Oppreiſion that ever was, theſe come out of great tribulati- 
ons; Rev. 7, 14. They overcame Pharaoh, and all his ſervants 

and 
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and ſeducers, theſe fhall overcome the Beaft, Chap. r 5. 2. They 
ſang a ſong of delivcranee, the ſong of oeſes, Theſe ling a 
ſong of deliverance, the ſong of Moſes exprelly, v. 3. 

They came forth out of Aigyprt by their Families, Tribes,and 
Armies (which may be a figure of the ſub-ordination of anti- 
typical families, Oeconomical, Provincial, and National.) They 
were wholy freed fromall {laviſh rigor of bearing any Egyptian 
burdens in the leaſt meaſure for ever ; Theſe ſhall be freed from 
all affliction, tribulation, and oppreſſion for ever, Rev.'7. 16. 
That night wasa ſtill and filent. night (wherein Iſrael prepared 
the Paſs-over, againſt whom nota dog moved. his tongue, Exed. 
Ix. 7. butanight of the. greateſt cry, amongſt the &gyptians 
that ever was before or after; They received not the outward, 
bur the inward ſeal alſo, and did eat the Paſs-over, and could 
not be diverted in that ation by going about any other occaſion, 
becauſe they were to cat it ſtanding ; and they wete to eat ir in 
haft, therefore they would not ſpeak much, or be diverted or 
kindred by talking, and they might be well ſatisfied (Cearing in 
haft:) in about halt an hours time; therefore that time ( for abour 
haif an-hours ſpace) was a time of the greateſt ſtilneſs and filence, 
-and nywore was done in that half hours time of ſilence, then was 
done in all the time from the — of the world before, for 
all Ifracl received the inward ſeal of the life and power of God, 
-and of the Lamb (ina Type) in the time of that half hours fi- 
lence. T here was ſilence in heaven abont ths ſpate of half an hogr. 


:Rev. 8. 1. We need not enquire what was ſaid, but what was 


done in that half hours ſpace. There is not the like expreſſion in 
all the Scripture, nor any place, ſo pertinent and cxpreſs for the 
aQion of that time : 1s heaven, that is, in the houſes of the hun- 


-dred forty and four thouſand (immediately fore-mentioned.) 


Large mention is made of the outward ſcal, but inſteed of any 
mention of the inward ſeal, it is only faid, That there Was ſe- 
lence in heaven for the ſpace of half an hour : The Tongu* 1n- 
terprets the Spirits ſecrcfie, and the outward 'ſeal of the Name

mans life or eſtate, to. be conſcientious and exactly faithful in 
bondage : Alſo performances of impreſs and intenſe a&ts of righ= 
teouſneſs in bondage, without the expreſs at of the righteouſneſs 
of Freedom our of bondage; is deal and imperteR righteouſneſs, 
and meer impoſtury, which deceives and hardens (like the works 
of Pharaohs Sorccrers) all mens hearts in vanities and corrupti- 
ons of bondage ; For whiles they follow and mind forceries and 
deceits, imperteRt righteouſneſs of relief, or ſupporr in bondage, 
they dream not, nor once think of any legitimate or perteR 
righteouſneſs of Life and Freedom out of bondage : Theſe rotten 
deceits. deſtroy or hazard (as in Aoſes. and the Prieſts of the 
the Lord) their Lives, Familics, and Eſtates : for the righteouſ- 
nels of relief and ſupport in bondage, and not of Freedom out of 
it, rouſeth up.the power and rigour of it (as a ſleepy lyon)to dee 
ſtroy them : he that pricks a ſleepy lyon muſt alſo kill him, or be 
ſure to be deſtroyed... 

This corruption of bondage under which the Creation _ 
groans and travels in pain to be delivered out of it, is —__ 
this ; The Creation was ar firſt ſubſervient to bruit beaſts, ti 
man (a figure of the Creatures Freedom) was made the head of 
all creatures; and thus far the creature was not properly ſubjeR- 
ed unto yanity under bondage.of corruption : Satan and the ſer- 
pent (the parents of all corruption of. bondage, ſin, and death, ) 
co-inſpired into the ſpirit of man the corrupt nature of bruit 
beaſts (from the bruit beaſt the ſerpent, the mother of fin in a 
typ©) and of fallen Angels (from Satan the Father of fin and fil- 
thy corruptions of bondage: ) So the ſpirit of man (the head 
of the Creation) became bruitiſh, and diveliſh, and then the 
creature was properly ſubjeted unto _ and bondage of cor- 
ruption : The corruption of bruitiſhneſs- in man did corrupr, 
and darken the Image of God (reafon, righteousjudgement) 
in man, as denſe earth darkens the light of the Sun, and ſatanical 
corruption impreſſed the Image of Satan (that is, an oppoſite, 
corrupt, and contrary light of reaſon and judgement) in the ſpi- 
ritofman. This two-fold fall, from which (God and, Nature) 
zo which (the Beaſt and Satan) was not full till the Floud came, 
at which time all fleſh was corrupt, the earth filled with violence, 

and

and the thoughts of mens hearts only evil continually : But this 
was but a ſhadow of the bondage of corruption, under which 
the whole Creation, andthe free people now groan and travel, 
and muſt travel in'pain to be delivered out of it. Man then fell 
from the firſt Adams righteouſneſs, now from the righteouſneſs 
of the firſt and [econd Adam: Then the creature was ſubjeed 
to all ſorts of evil beaſts to ſerve them whiles they devoured the 
moſt innocent and beſt creatures ; Men are now thoſe evil beaſts 
that dcvour the belt men; Pharaohs lean beaſts ate the fat ; Fire 
went out of the bryars, and devoured the Cedars of Lebanon ; 
ſo it eyer was, but is now indeed : The thoughts of mens hearts 
were then only evil continually, now their thoughts and works 
arecontinually only evil; Now all fleſh is wholy corrupt in Spi- 
rit and Judgement (asit was then in a. Type.) The ſpirits of 
men were then corrupt after the ſimilitude of their parents (the 
beſt, the Serpent their mother, and Satan their facherz but now 
expreſly : Judgement is onely prepoſterous,and precedes know- 
ledge, and ſentence goes befoxe examination. Right Judge- 
ment is the ſourſe of Righteouſneſs, but all Judgement is now 
meer rottenneſs and corruption. . M-n learncd, and unlearned, 
wile, and ignorant, judge and ſpeak evil of what they know not, 
and corrupt themſelves like bruir beaſts in what they know; and 
all light and form of Judgement in them is ſatanical and divel- 
iſh in antitheſis to true light, as the light of the judgements of 
the Phariſes judged. Chriſt, and releaſed Barrabas. Then the 
earth was filled with violence, every one was an oppreſſor and 
murderer, or murdered and oppreſſed; none free, but all wcre 
full of violence : Now bond-maſters and oppreſſors are full as 
fountains pouring forth, and the oppreſled are full as veſſels 
(receptacles of all cruelty and oppreſfion) there's no vacuum, 
nene are empty, all are ful. The Prophet writs to the Church 
of Smyrna, that the devil ſhould caſt ſome of them into priſon 
Revel. 2. 8. but theſe caſt many of the moſt faithful into Priſon, 
yea all the faithfal, their Tatereſts, external Liberties, and Con- 
ſciences are (by them kept in greateſt Imprifonment of real 
bondage, that ever was) They give Liberty of Conſcience (to 
the Free people) in protcllion, they may facrifice (as to ourward 
form) the fruit of the ground, or of their flocks, herein is no 
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' Liberty, nor Conſcience ; Thele were ſhaddows: Liberty of 
Conſcience is free Liberty, to exerciſe perte& righteouſneſs of 
life, and Freedom out of bondage, they inhibit this Liberty 
wholly, and all righteouſneſs of bondage is made by them (out 
of meature) deſtruRtive. The wicked Steward laid violent 
hands upon a poor man;took him by the throar,and ſaid, pay me 
whatchou oweſt me : But Bond-maſters and Oppreſſors now 
lay violent hands upon the perifhing poor, and middle fort,take 
them by their throats, and ſay, pay us what you ow us not, and 
what you have nor to pay, Pay us ( what by right and neceffity 
is due to your ſelves) that little reliefe the ſupport of your lives 
and of the lives of your Families; The Phariſees layd the Crofle 
(the inſtrument wherewith they crucified and killed Chriſt ) up- 
on $:20n,and compeiled himto bear it ; Sotheſe lay heavie bur- 
dens of cruel bondage (che inſtrument wherewith: they crucifie 
the poor, and impoveriſh che rich Jupon poor and rich,and com- 
pel thoſe (by day labor) and thoſe (with theireſtates) to bear 
theſe curſed burdens of violence to crucifie and kill themſelves : 
Theſe are the burdens of cruelties, the corruptions of real bon- 
dage, under whieh the creacure is ſubjeRed, and under which the 
Creation, and they that have ( by the Fathers fide) the firſt fruits 
of the Spirit, groan, and traycl in pain to be delivered, As it 
was 1n the daics of Noah, ſo now at this time, in which the Son 
of man ( Chriſt myſtical) is coming to raign in his myſtical fami- 
ies (as Noah in the manſions of the Ark) untiltime, and they 
be tranſient, and paſs into Eternity. | 

The tirſt means in a Type that freed the romning Creation, 
and the earth (filled with violence) from violence and the curſe 
of b::ndage ; was the coming of the freed creatures ( as it were 
by their families) into their manſions in the Ark. 

Ti:e ſecond typical means that freed the Creation and the free 
people of God, was the coming of ail Iſrael, and ſcaling of them 
(by their families) in their own houſes. 

The third mcans of cfficacy and truth, that ſhall deliver the 
burdened earth{ tilizd with viulence Jand the Creation and Peo- 
pl- or God (groaning under it, ) ſhall be by the coming of the 

true Iſrael into thcir own Mantions myſtical bytheir anti-typical 


Tribes aud Families : God ſealed, thar is, ſhut in the crearures, 
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delivired from deftruction,in the Ark,by their Ties and Kinds. 
God eaſed all rae! (delivered from Egyp:s vondage) with the 
blood :-f a Lamb, the Signe of the life ot rigatcouſnels ; and [nut 
them in their own houſes by their Families, and God will ſeale 
all his ſervants the true Iſrael with the Seale of the living God 
(the blood of the Lamb in truth) by their myſtical Tribes, and 
Families, expretly Rev. 7. 

When the Creatures in the Ark (delivered from deſtruction) 
were ſhut in, then was the beginning of a new policy, or City, 
and ofa new Heaven, anda new earth in a Type. When 1/rae/ 
(ſealed with the blood of the Lamb in the power of God) came 
into' their own houſes (by their Families) ti;en was the begin- 
ning of anew policy (Occonominick, Civil, Eccleſtaitick) and 
of a new Heaven, and of anew Earth in a Type. And when 
the true Iſrael ſhall come into, ani ſhall be ſealed, and tiwur in 
(as tie Creatures in the Ark were in, and by their manſions, and 
Families myſtical, then, and there ſhall bc a reall beginning of 
a new policy, or City (Oeconomick, Civil; and Eccleſiaſtical) 
and of a new Heaven, and of a new Earch (in Anti-type and 
truth) Impreſſe, and intenſe acts of charitable civilities (in bon- 
dage) are dead carkaſles of righteouſneſs (as the Law is a dead 
carkaſs, or letter) Therefore they are juſt, good and lawful (as a 
carkaſs, or body of righteouſneſs) bur (as the Law is the ftrength 
of fin by occaſion) ſo are they (by occafion) the ſtrength ofbon- 
dage, ſin, and death; for they being dead to righteouſneſs of 
Freedom, live in, and unto the life, and power of botWage, and 
are the ſtrength of it; as a ſtrong Caſtle is his ſtrength that keeps 
It, or as a ſtrong and healthtul byudy liveth in,and unto the ſoul, 
and is the ſtrength of it. Impreſs, and intenſe righteguſneſs of * 
bondage (relicte, and {uppert, from and againſt the evils of it, 
without righteouſneſs of Freedom out of it ) islike S:0zs ſtrong 
Tower in the /eb#ſirs hands, which deceives and hardens their 
hearts that extend ir, deſtroys racir lives, Families, and eſtatcs, 
and is ſo far from all righte -uſnel(s of Freedom, that it rartifies, 
and fortifies an «»ppofir habit of ſpurious, and impoſturous deceits 
againſt all perfe and legitimate righteouſneſs of Freed m, it 
ſtirs them up to ſay Soul, Soul, tzke thine eaſe, thou haſt many 
parcels of good words (and woks tov) of releit, ſupport, and 
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refreſhings (done to oppreſſed, impriſoned, and undone Saints, 
the people of God). That Fool thar put his confidence in deceit- 
ful riches (for that cauſe) loſt his ſoul and his riches that night: 
So the people of God (tor, and by their puting confidence in 
rotten dcceirs of impertect righteouſneſs of bondage (as the Jeba- 
fits did in their lame, and blind gods, 2 Saw. 5.) lole their 
ſouls, Families, and their deceitful temporal riches, and of ſup- 
poled righteouſneſs ; Their rclief and ſupport they boalt of 
and confide in, is ſtraitned in its bowels, and theirs, it 1s their 
blood, their Soul is in it,and goes with it; and by much ftrugling 
in thcir ſtriving ſpiritst'is ſtrangled,a dead birth ; deſtructive 

to both its parents, their Families , and eſtates. Blood and 
things ſtrangled are forbidden ; Why ſhould the people of God 
.un ſuch 1eal hazards (worſe far than the curſe layd upon wo- 
men in bringing torth children) co bring forth theſe ſtraitned, 
and ſtrangled dead births, of the bondage of corruption ? who 
requires it ? to what uſe ? let them pay, not this mint and cumin 
of the righteouſneſs of bondage , bur that enly one neceſſary 

main debr of the righteouſneſs of Freedom our of bondage, due 
to God, and to each other, to the Nation, to the whole Crearion, 
to their own Souls, and Conſciences, Eſtates, Families, and to 
all chcir intereſts intive ; let them ſeaie to God, and to each 

_ other in perfect, and legitimate righteouſneſs of Freedom, and 
there will be no need of this ſtrangled, and {laviſh righteouſneſs 
of the corruprions ot bondage. 

Bondage, and the powers thereof are inward, and outward, 
the rightcouſneſ of inward bondage is real wickedneſs ; of out- 
ward, violence and unrighteouſneſs : both are delirutive to 
their ſubjects, and objects, their Families, eſtates, and entire be- 
Ings : but inward bondage (cauſally) outward bondage (occafi- 
onally) Nabals bowels were ſtraitned by. inward bondage 
which brought imminent deſtruction upon him, his Family, 
and eſtate, and he (by it) loſt (with his life) both Family, and 
eſtate. This ſtraitneſs of bowels by inward bondage, deſtroyed 
Ananias, Nabal, Indas , whole Nations, and the firſt world 
(filled thereby with violence) and this ftraitneſs of bowels by 
inward bondage hath filled the hands of the rich oppreſſors of 
this Nation (and the reſt are not tree) tul,ef blood, and violence 
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the greateſt that ever wasz The miſerable obje&ts of this vio- 


lence, the poor wronged and oppreſſed, are murdered, mecrly by 
their oppreſſors ſtraimed bowels of inward bondage, and are 
robbed of their moſt juſt Rights, due (nor for keeping ſheep, or 
without indentment) but vpon better accompts of moſt deeply 
engaged Faith,and cxtremelt hazard: Nabals words were churl- 
iſh,yet he did not deftroy Davids meſſengers ; but the words 
of theſe are chunliſh, and they alfo deſtroy thoſe that come;or are 
fent peaceably- in meekneſs for theit rights, and for redreſs of 
their wrongs; therefore theſe ſtraitned ſubjes of extremeſt vi- 
olence (oppreſſors ) may much more expe& deſtrution of their 
Lives, Families, and Eſtates, rhen Nabal,or the old world,if they 
ſeek nor free deliverance, and full acquittance from this inward 
Abaddon, this inward ſtraitned ſpirit of bondage, -the deſtroyer 
of their Souls, Fannlies, and Eſtates. eAbimelech was not ſtrait» 
ned by mward, but outward bondage; his relicfro David (a ve- 
ry good andjuſt work) could cauſe no eyil effe, but being in 
outward bondage of corruption under the power -of Sanl, that 
Fricked power took occafion by his good work, and made it 
through corruption whar in it ſelf it was not, the cauſe of de- 
ſtryRion of the Prieſts of the Lord, of his,;and their lives, and of 
the lives of their Families, man, woman,and child : Such are the 
zxage and. cractries of outward bondape of corruption, that the 
e of God in bondage under theſe powers,cannot fo much as 

exerciſe the outward carcals of dead righteouſneſs, but their lives 
and eſtates arc extremely in danger for it, or deſtroyed by it. 

A neceffity from God, binds all toprovide for their Familics, 
He that does not, denies the faith, and us worſe then an Infidel : 
But no man in- bondage can provide for his Houfe and Family, 


but by ſeeking Freedom out of bandage. Providence of imward 


bondage is perteR wickedneſs, of outward oppreſſion : There's 
no Providence but of Freedomonly : Freedom and Bondage (as 
Fire and Water ) eagerly caſt our each others joynt Beings and 
Powers ; Caſt ont the Bond-Woman, and her ſon (faith Sarah the 
Free-woman, ) for he ſhall not inherit. So bondage alternately, 
ſuffers not the Free-born to inherit any thing, no truits of faith- 
fulnefs, induſtry, providence,not their lives nor goods : What juſt 


providence, goodneſs, and juſtice builds, Bondage caſts out and 
P daltroves: 
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deſtroys : &Egyp:s bondage dif-inhericed the Hebrew males of 
their lives, caltthem our of all ; fo real boadage di{-inherits the 
true Iſrael of all they have or can provide, lives, liberties, and 
gods: yetthey May provide things, not honeſt, but corrupt;fruits 
of deceit, and thoſe inherit. Gods people in bandage cannoc pro- 
vide, but to deſtroy their own lives, Families, and Eftaces; Na. 
Providence bur of perteR Freedom out ot bondage, by pofleſ- 
fiog their manſions and Families (pretigured by thoſe in che Ark, 
and in &gypt) can preſerve their Lives, Familics, or Eitates. All 
providence of men and creatures (without this of perfect Free- 
dom out of bondage) deceived, and deſtroyed utterly all crea 
tures, and men from tae earth, in a figure, when the floud came. 
The firſt fruit of Faith, and ground of. true Righteouſnefs,is pro- 
vidence of Freedom out; of bondage. The firit obje& of proyi- 
dence of -the Fre:-born in þondage is, that they may have being 
and begining of right order, matter, and form, as Families, Peo- 
ple, and Churches. Its prepoſterou; fondneſs and improvidence 
for a perſon, or a prople to a before they are, or ſeek to be, or 
kaye begining of form and power. They that at or ceaſe to ay 
without. or againſt providence,deny the faith, and deſtroy them+ 
ſelves without remedy. = | 

The,people in inward bondage are really wicked, and they 
that are in outward bondage, mult be wicked, or deſtroyed by 
conſtraint :there's no ſafety but in hypocrifie and deceit ; there- 
fore a moſt urgent and preſting neccſlity is laid upon the people 
of God from God, their conſciences, the creature, and their du- 
ties to God and each other, from their joynt Intereſts, and juſt 
Liberties, from their.own Lives, Families, Eſtates, as to their ſe- 
Curity entire, to labor with all ſpeed and fidelity, to g;c a juſt 
power of Freedom, and Being of their own, in manner as is de- 
clared. 6 

All Armies upon earth could not hinder the rallying of the dry 
bones into aliving exceeding mighty Army. They came. toge- 
ther,bone to his bone, as it were by their Families into their 
own houſes natural) their own bodies; and were ſealed and ce- 
mented with ſtrength, and finew in lite and power. All Armies 
and Powers of death that oppoſed them, were utterly daſht in_ 
picces, and deſtroyed by them. |

Moſes in bondage lookt this way and that way lealt he ſhould 
be fee; and the people of God in bondage muſt at warily, and 
watch narrowly (it they do any good, or juſt aRtion, if they re- 
lieve any, or ſupport any ) that none ſee them. If any Doeg or 
£ domite be nigh them,or amongſt them,chey are verily betrayd 
utrerly deſtroyed and ſo mult and ſhall be; till they geta power 
ot Freedom ot their own (the Free power of God) which now 
15 the eaftelt thing to attrain, God freely giving it, that is, or 
can be : | But this relief, ard fupport (fo dangerous to the people 
of God) is but vain boaſting, they releive none, and ſupport 
none: but in alk, as the Amalekit rold David he kild Saul 
whereas he was free from his death, fo are they from relieving 
or {upporting any: David \lew that eAmalekit, becauſe he ſaid 
he kild Sar! though he didnot; and they and their Families 
and cſtares ?are ruinated, and deſtroyed : becauſe they ſay, and 
pretend rhey relieve and fupport the people of God, in and 
againſt their evils cf bondage: whereas they r-leive none, and 
ſupport none but in word only , and indced deſtroy thoſe that 
have ſacrifice liberally their lives and eſtates, for their ſupport 
and relicf. The Spirir of bondage, inward avaric:, and the it- 
regularities, and rage of it kills and conſumes: (as the worm 
{mote- 1045 Gourd and conſumed it) the flaviſh lives families, 
and eftates of each other, with their own entire, they releive 
and fuccour none: but by deceits and ſhaddows of doing good 
without doing any. 

Bur if any fragment of relief fall, or ifrhey fancy they have 
done or do, any good, or jult work in bondage, thcre they reſt, 
andthere'they ſtay. oabs ſoldiers followed him till they came 
to-ſlain Amaſes dying carkaſs, and they ſtood ſtill ; ſo, but few 
yet ſome Free pcople in bondage follow righteouſneſs, until 
they come to ſome fragments of this dead carkaſs of releif, and 
ſupport in bondage, and here they fir ſtill, there, they reſt; they 

0 no further. The chief pretenders to Freedom look no far- 
ther, they think not of any legitimate, and perfe righteouſneſs 
of Freedom our of bondage. The ſlaviſh Spirits of the people 
of God in bondage deſire private Freedom only a tanto bur not 
a toro: If they could have but ſo mach of their juſt Right for 


-themſelves , they -care not, they wiſh no more; the Harlot 
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(fo ſhe had bart halt rhe Child) was indiferent (the mind of a. 
mu-.erous and bloody Harlot ) fo ſatisfaction in the people of 
God. with half righteouſneſs, or part, or with imperted righte- 
ouſizels, denotes the baſeſt mind of bluoly [ezebel, mother of all 
abominations, and tiithyneſs. So long as //rae/ were of this 
wicked, and baſe mind, and.demanded no m-re then Freedom 
1 part, Their grucl burdens and ridged {lavery was jultly greater, 
an they were never treed, nor. fi; for deliverance; till Moſes 
demanded. all, and they accordingly ated with !.im, and had 
all tagir Rights entire. _ All imperic rightcoulnels winatloever 
.impaltury, and _degcir ef the curle ot bondage, and a main 
calle of xejection, and deſtruction to thoic that do it, or joyning | 
reſt in it; as Sawtsimperte righreoulneis was che cauſe ot ns 
wtey; rejection, and of his, and his wholc Families dceltruction, 
gl true rightequſneſs. is of Freedom only, a tru of the tree of 
iis from, death.for ever, a freeing rightevuinels , fo ſoon as the 
Exgatures that came into the Ark did but ove work of Freedom 
gut. of bondage; rhey were all freed from deſtruction. So ſoon 
as.the 1/ratlites did but that one work of Freedom out of bon- 
dage, incoming; by their Families into their own houſes, 8c. 
hey, were all freed from deſtruction; and ſo ſoon as the people 
of; God ſhall penfarm but this ane work of Freedom out of bon- 
dage, which 1s, to-come out of great tribulations, reall bondage 
by their Anti-typical Families, into their Oeconomick bodies, 
and houſes-myſtical, they ſhall be freed from all coercive, exter- 
nall power. of bondage, deſtruction, fin, and death, tor ever; 
theſe works were the firſt fruits of the Tree of life in a Type, 
this- work ſhall be the firſt fruit ofthe Tree of lite prefigured. 
When man (Chriſt myRical) ſhall put forth his hand and taſte 
this legitimate, and pertcR fruit of the righteouſneſs of Freedom 
out of bondage, he ſhall live in the power of life, and Freedom . 
of God for ever, and never be wholy ſubjeRed to yanity, cor- 
zuption and death of bondage any more. 
' The people of God, and their righteouſneſs ſhall be perfe& 
alter their pattern, their mother, the new Policy,or City de- 
ſcending; that City ſhall be four ſquare,equally,without convex, 
or indents, every way, and onevery fide exactly, juſt and even. 


Secondly, the height, and þredth, and length of that City m__ 2 
| | be. 
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be equal; So the reallity of things what they are, and che judg- 
meuts, and ejtumaiions of the people cf God upon rhem, and 
their executions acc. rding to their Juſt eſtimations, ſhall be 
exactly, paral, or equal, Thirdly, that City fhalt be perfectly 
ſquare the molt firm patter1 of immowable itabiliry ; So ſhall 
they,and their righteouſneſs be permanent in a progtellive way, 
in the 11ghteouinels of Freedom tor ever ; and nor generally re- 
volt any more : but if any, as patticular perſons , ſhall look 
back, th: y ſhall return back, and ceaſe ty bethe people of God. 
Lots wite dclivered out of Sodom, lookt back, and returned back 
to deſtruction, They that look back unto the horour of dark- 
neſs of bondage, ſhall return back unto that horour of darkneſs, 
Nothing fo diſplealed God as the ipirir of apoſtacy, and fla- 
very in hispeople, in looking back unto the houle of bondage, 
the land of their deſtruction, after they were delivered our of - 
it. The Free people of God (indeed) mult, and will (conſtant- 
ly) preſs forward in the power of perfect and legicimate righte- 
ouſneſs of Freedom, and fellow after (Rev 14. 4.) 4nd be led by 
the Lamb Whereſoever he goeth. Thaye (herein as inthe figh of 
God) diſcharged my Faith. Faithfulneſs reapes (what. it doth 
not ſow ) deſtruQtion to thoſe that are Faithful: but this God difſ= 
poſerh. The ſequel to my ſelf, wherher loye or hatred, bonds, or 
liberty, life, or death, I leave to God, it is ſufficient for me, If 1 
may by all meanes diſcharge my duty, and diſoblige my Conſci- 
ence.
